Six out-of-contract Kent 
cricketers are set to Learn 
their fate next week 
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Mass strike 
at schools 
over plans 
to reform 
pensions

SCHOOLS and job centres may 
be forced to close as public sec¬ 
tor workers go on strike over 
controversial reforms to their 
pensions. 

More than half of the 15,000 
teachers in Kent are members of 
the National Union of Teachers 
(NUT), and a high percentage 
are expected to take industrial 
action this week to demonstrate 
their anger at being asked to 
work for longer and for less 
money. 

They will be joined by mem¬ 
bers of the Public and Commer¬ 
cial Services (PCS) Union - the 
vast majority of whom work 
in the county’s job centres, tax 
offices and other civil service 
roles - as well as those from the 
University and College Union 
(UCU) and the Association of 


Teachers and Lecturers (ATL). 

A number of marches and 
demonstrations are being 
planned throughout the county 
as part of a national day of ac¬ 
tion on Thursday. 

John Walder, Kent secretary 
of the NUT, said teachers are 
angry at having to pay 50 per 
cent more into their savings 
than they do at present, despite 
a change in how their pensions 
are calculated which could lead 
to a loss in value of more than 
£60,000 over the course of 
their careers. 

He added: “Much noise has 
been made by the likes of Nick 
Clegg that the country can no 
longer afford gold-plated pen¬ 
sions in the public sector, which 
implies teachers and others are 
walking around burning £10 
notes. But it’s nonsense because 
the average teacher’s pension is

Hundreds of highly skilled jobs to go 
with closure of military research lab

A KENT MP and council chiefs 
are set to hold urgent talks 
with the Government over the 
closure of a major military re¬ 
search centre. 

The Defence Science and 
Technology Laboratory (Dstl) 
at Fort Halstead, is set to shut 
by 2016, with 840 employees 
being relocated over the next 
few years. 

Researchers at the site carry 
out a range of work on behalf 
of the Ministry of Defence, in¬ 
cluding forensic science analy¬ 
sis into explosives. 

Michael Fallon, Sevenoaks 
MP and deputy chairman of 
the Conservative Party, said he 
would be joined by Cllr Peter 
Fleming, leader of Sevenoaks 
district council, for the meet¬ 
ing with defence procurement 
minister Peter Luff on Wednes¬ 
day, June 29. 

“We want to see what help 
the minister can give a pri¬ 
vate sector researcher that 
may want to take advantage 


of the facilities,” he said. 

“The previous government 
decided in 2003 to concentrate 
investment in this area onto 
only two sites so it has been on 
the cards for sometime. 

“Obviously it is disappoint¬ 
ing to lose such highly skilled 
scientific jobs, though most of 
those involved have the oppor¬ 
tunity to relocate.” 

He envisaged smalled pri¬ 
vate sector research compa¬ 
nies moving into the site rather 
than one single employer. 

In an earlier blow in Feb¬ 
ruary, pharmaceutical giant 
Pfizer announced it was clos¬ 
ing its Sandwich research and 
development site in east Kent, 
which employs 2,400 people. 

Dstl, one of the largest employ¬ 
ers in Sevenoaks, announced 
the closure last Friday. 

Cllr Fleming said: “We heard 
about the relocation over the 
weekend but we are yet to 
have formal discussions with 
the Government or Dstl about 
the proposal. 

“This, undoubtedly, will 
have a significant affect on our 


area and the local economy. 

“However, we are keen 
to hold talks with the Gov¬ 
ernment about what sort of 
support they can provide to 
minimise the impact on the 
community and to attract 
new, high-skilled jobs to the 
site once Dstl has vacated. 

“We have requested a meet¬ 
ing with ministers to find out 
more about their proposals and 
to get an assurance that they 
will give the same level of sup¬ 
port offered to Sandwich in east 
Kent following the announce¬ 
ment Pfizer is to close.” 


Mr Fallon said Government 
support for Fort Halstead would 
be discussed in next week’s 
meeting. 

He said: “The advantage we 
have on Pfizer is a longer wind 
down period. The Pfizer site is 
being evacuated quite quickly. 
There are five years before this 
transfer is completed.” 

Cllr Fleming added: “Once 
we’ve had the opportunity to 
meet with Dstl, we, along with 
partner organisations, would 
like to offer support and advice 
to affected staff who may need 
help with housing, employment 


opportunities and benefits and 
other issues in the future. 

“We would be more than 
happy to attend the site to en¬ 
able this to happen.” 

Staff found out that their jobs 
were being relocated to Dstl’s 
other sites at Porton Down near 
Salisbury, which will gain about 
670; and Portsdown West, near 
Portsmouth, which will take 
around 170. 

In a statement, Dstl, an 
agency of the MoD, said: “By 
bringing together facilities and 
capabilities, the programme 
will result in more robust and 
resilient scientific support to 
national defence and security 
and will offer better value to the 
taxpayer.” 

During the 1970s and 1980s, 
researchers at Fort Halstead 
studied the bomb-making ca¬ 
pabilities of Northern Ireland’s 
paramilitary organisations. 

The scientists have since re¬ 
sponded to new threats, such 
as al-Qaeda. The researchers 
also worked out how terrorists 
created their bombs for the 7/7 
attack on London.

just £10,000 and the average 
woman’s pension just £5,000, 
which is a disgrace. 

"We don't expect the Gov¬ 
ernment to roll over but we do 
want them to understand they 
are embarking on a course of 
action that is grossly unfair, 
and that we are opposed to it 
and prepared to take action." 

Mr Walder could not say how 
many teachers would join in the 
strike, but that it had been ar¬ 


ranged for the day after the end 
of the public exam period. 

UCU members at Canterbury 
Christ Church University, the 
University for the Creative Arts 
and colleges in the county are 
expected to down tools as well, 
though most students have 
broken up for the summer. 

A Medway Council spokes¬ 
man said every effort was 
being made to keep schools 
open but that it was up to 
headteachers to decide wheth¬ 


er or not they will be able to. 

Closure information will be 
at www.medway.gov.uk. 

Chief secretary to the 
treasury, Danny Alexander, 
confirmed the Government 
intends to adopt many of the 
recommendations on pension 
reform made in the Hutton, in¬ 
cluding asking people to work 
longer, receive less and have 
their pensions linked to career 
average earnings rather than 
final salaries. 


Keith Johnston, regional 
secretary for PCS in the South 
East, said many of its mem¬ 
bers worked in job centres and 
tax offices, with admin staff 
also based at the UK Border 
Agency in Dover and at prisons 
and courts across the county. 

He said: "We hope some 
offices will have to close as the 
Government has signalled it's 
not interested in meaningful 
negotiations. We have no other 
option but to go on strike." 


Other events planned for 
Thursday include a demonstra¬ 
tion outside County Hall by the 
Maidstone Coalition of Resist¬ 
ance to the Cuts, and a march 
through Chatham organised by 
Medway Against the Cuts, and 
the Medway Trades Council. 

Cllr Roger Gough of Kent 
County Council said the prior¬ 
ity was to maintain services, 
adding: "It is difficult to assess 
the precise impact this could 
have in Kent."

Our queen of

THE winner of Radio 2’s New 
Comedy Award says she has 
no fear in coming home to per¬ 
form in front of Kent’s toughest 
audiences.

“But I love gigging in 
Kent. What’s nice is that the 
majority of crowds want to be 
entertained and are on your 
side, as opposed to London 
audiences, who are spoilt for 
choice and come wanting to 
be impressed.” 

Angela, who attended Invic- 
ta Grammar School but now 
lives in Brighton, picked up the 
New Comedy Award at a cer¬ 
emony hosted by Irish comic 
Patric Kielty. 

To get there she had to fight 
her way through the regional 
heats and a semi-final before 
beating five other hopefuls in a 
public vote. 

Stand-up talents Sarah Milli- 
can and Stephen K Amos were 
among those in attendance. 

Angela said: “I nearly didn’t 
enter the competition at all so it 
was a massive shock to win. 

“I really hope I can get my foot 
in the door now and perform at 
clubs and gigs I wouldn’t have 
been able to before. 

“What I really want to do is 
radio comedy. I’ve always been 
a massive Radio 4 nerd and the 
News Quiz is great. Linda Smith 
was my hero, so to follow in 
her footsteps would be an abso¬ 
lute dream.” 

Angela, who also works 
as a freelance proofreader, 



copy-writer and transcriber, 
describes her comedy style as 
“self-deprecating but not in a 
depressing way”. 

But she is also not averse to 
poking fun at her home town, 
as was demonstrated during 
her set at the Brighton heat of 
the New Comedy Award. 

She asked the audience: “Any¬ 
one know Maidstone? It’s a hole 
isn’t it. It’s no coincidence that 
an anagram of Maidstone is ‘I 
am stoned’. Nothing else to do - 
just anagrams.”

^Expensive backtrack 

THE Government's decision to backtrack on 
plans for 50 per cent sentence cuts for criminals 
who plead guilty will come with a 
heavy price, says University of Kent 
criminologist Prof Alex Stevens. 

He said: "This U-turn leaves a 
funding hole of over ElOOm. Other 
savings proposals include deeper cuts to probation 
services and restricted access to legal aid. We will 
be spending more on ineffective prison sentences 
and less on effective community punishments." 

^Hearing loss revelation 

THE Archbishop of Canterbury Dr Rowan Wil¬ 
liams has admitted that he has been partially 
deaf nearly all his life. 

Supporting the charity Action on Hearing 
Loss, he said: "My hearing loss began when I 
was about two, as a result of meningitis, and 
that left me with total loss of hearing in my left 
ear. I was told as a child there was no point in 
having any assistance with it. I've got used to it."

Freedom pass petition calls for 
debate on extended age range 


MORE than 10,000 people 
have signed an online petition 
calling for transport chiefs to 
extend the popular Freedom 
bus pass scheme to sixth-form 
students. 

The pass currently provides 
bus travel for 11 to 16-year- 
olds for a one-off annual fee of 
£100, and earlier this month 
Kent County Council an¬ 
nounced that young carers can 
receive one for free. 

However young people aged 
17-20 say it is not fair they are 
being left out in the cold. 

If the online petition is signed 
by 12,000 people before July 7 
then KCC will be forced to hold 
a debate on the issue. 


The petition description 
reads: “Teens in Kent should 
not be treated any differently 
in terms of bus travel. 

“There are a limited number 
of part-time jobs available for 
students in Kent, therefore 
making it extremely difficult 
for students to pay for their bus 
travel. 

“It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to pay as the bus fares 
continue to rise. Driving is 
not a choice as insurance for 
teenagers is at an extortionate 
price, and that’s all before the 
price of petrol and so on.” 

The Freedom pass was first 
piloted in 2007 in Canterbury, 
Tonbridge and Tunbridge 


Wells, before being gradually 
rolled out across the county 
over the following two years. 

There are now more than 
2 7,000 passes on issue. 

KCC says the main aims of 
the scheme include improving 
safety, encouraging greater 
use of sustainable transport 
and reducing congestion and 
journey times.

HUNDREDS of victims of forced marriages are 
suffering in silence in Kent, according to a char¬ 
ity dedicated to exposing the county’s “secret 
shame”. 

The Karma Nirvana organisation has report¬ 
ed a 52 per cent increase in calls from Kent in 
the last year but says there are likely to be many 
more young people - mainly those from Pakista¬ 
ni Muslim and Indian Sikh families - who are too 
afraid to come forward. 

Co-founder Jasvinder Sanghera, who was dis¬ 
owned by her parents after refusing an arranged 
marriage 29 years ago, told KoS the problem re¬ 
sults in countless suicides and at least 12 “hon¬ 
our killings” nationally every year. 

She added: “What we know about forced mar¬ 
riage is that it’s under-reported and a hidden 
crime. In Kent there will be many hundreds of 
victims, and they could be anywhere. 

“It’s not just areas where there are large Asian 
populations like Gravesend, where these crimes 
are likely to be going on. That’s why more work 
needs to be done to identify victims living in oth¬ 
er towns where the population is not so large.” 

Karma Nirvana’s helpline takes about 5,000 
calls a year, with the majority of callers aged 12- 
21 but the youngest just eight. 

In addition to south Asian communities, 
forced marriage is also a problem - albeit to a 
lesser extent - among Kurdish, Iranian, Afghan 
and Somalian families. 

In many cases marriages are arranged before a 
child reaches the age of consent, with some chil¬ 
dren even promised to other families at birth. 

But even when marriages are arranged le¬ 
gally, Ms Sanghera says, participants should be 
allowed to decline without fear of reprisal. 

She said: “The community network among 
people who practice arranged marriages is often 
strong, and word quickly gets out if something 
goes wrong. 


ANN Barnes has been re-elected for the sixth 
year as chairwoman of Kent's police watchdog. 

Her deputy at Kent Police Authority is Kent 
County Council's Cllr Mike Hill. 

Mrs Barnes, who lives in North Lyminge, near 
Folkestone, said: "We have a new way of policing 
to be launched in the autumn." 

KPA monitors Kent Police's performance, 
appoints the chief constable and sets the 
police budget.

“Another problem is that many people are 
prevented from integrating because British soci¬ 
ety is regarded as a threat to their culture. 

“Multiculturalism is a myth as far as these 
people are concerned, but sadly some profession¬ 
als turn a blind eye to what’s going on because 
they see it as a cultural problem. But it’s not a 
cultural problem - it’s abuse.” 

This week Ms Sanghera and other survivors 
held a discussion at Kent Police headquarters 
in Maidstone, where they spoke to professionals 
from the force, domestic violence teams, child 
protection bodies, health workers, schools, so¬ 
cial workers and charities. 

Saima (not real name) spoke at the roadshow, 
revealing how she was tricked into visiting Paki¬ 
stan on holiday only to be kidnapped and wed to 
an abusive husband. 

She fell pregnant and returned to the UK in se¬ 
cret but lost her baby when she was stabbed by a 
hitman hired by her family. 


School arson arrest 

A 16-year-old has been arrested after an arson 
attack at a Maidstone school on Tuesday night. 

Police say damage was caused to the science 
block of St Simon Stock secondary school. 

The fire did not take hold and although Kent 
Fire and Rescue Service were called, the fire had 
already gone out when they arrived. 

The boy from Chatham was arrested on 
Wednesday and was bailed until July 27. 


Saima said: “I think they thought I had 
brought shame on them and brought dishonour 
on the family. 

“I remember talking to my mum and telling 
her everything he had done to me and every 
way he abused me. I was crying. But she told me: 
‘He’s your husband. Even if he kills you we don’t 
care because you’re no longer our property’.”

‘Irrational’ court closure to remain 
in force as legal challenge fails 


CAMPAIGNERS have be¬ 
moaned the loss of Sitting- 
bourne Magistrates’ Court after 
failing with a legal challenge to 
prevent its closure. 

The Ministry of Justice is 
planning to close 142 courts 
in England and Wales in an 
attempt to save £41.5 million 
a year in running costs and 
building maintenance. 

But opponents say the deci¬ 
sion to close Sittingbourne is 
“irrational” given that it has 
disabled access, was well-used, 
and is the only court of any 
kind in the whole of Swale. 

Chatham-based solicitors 
Robin Murray & Co launched a 
legal challenge against the de¬ 
cision but were dealt a blow by 
High Court judges last week. 

Announcing their decision, 
Mr Justice Beatson said: “It is 
understandable that closure of 
a court raises serious concerns 
among the professionals who 
work at or use a court, other 
court users, and residents.” 






NO MORE: The magistrates' 
court is to stay out of service 

The hearing at London’s 
Royal Courts of Justice was told 
a consultation into the closure 
was “flawed and perverse”. 
Lawyers claimed the criteria 
used by the Lord Chancellor’s 
department to select courts 
deemed as having inadequate 
facilities was never revealed. 

Robin Murray & Co partner 
Richard Atkinson said: “The 
judges recognised it was a se¬ 
rious matter, but they decided 
the process was lawful. 

“This is likely to lead to an 
increase in costs for the crimi¬ 


nal justice system, as well as 
injustice through people being 
unwilling to travel long dis¬ 
tances to get to courts which 
are many miles away. 

“It will reduce confidence in 
local justice, which will only be 
bad for the community. ” 

The decision to shut 142 
courts - including Ashford 
magistrates’ - was made last De¬ 
cember after a review of court 
buildings in England and Wales. 

Deputy chairman of the na- 
tionalMagistrates’ Association, 
John Fassenfelt, has presided 
over cases at Sittingbourne for 
20 years and provided a wit¬ 
ness statement in support of 
the judicial review. 

He said afterwards: “The 
Government is pushing its Big 
Society idea but the Big Society 
is letting the residents of Swale 
down. It’s sad to see a building 
that has served Swale so well 
be put out of service.”

Hop Farm ‘masterplan’ 
for the future unveiled

A HOTEL and children’s rides 
are among wide-ranging plans 
to develop the Hop Farm. 

The Paddock Wood attrac¬ 
tion has handed a ‘masterplan’ 
to Tonbridge and Mailing Bor¬ 
ough Council and a public con¬ 
sultation has been launched. 

With a collection of Grade- 
II listed oast houses, the oldest 
dating from 1894, to maintain 
and located within the Green 
Belt, development has become 
a sensitive issue. 

The council has already is¬ 
sued several enforcement no¬ 
tices, which the tourist attrac¬ 
tion is currently appealing. 

Disputes arose after planning 
bosses refused retrospective ap¬ 
plications for a miniature driv¬ 
ing school in July 2010 and a 
children’s climbing frame at¬ 
tached to one of the oasts in 
January, 2009. The venue is 
also appealing an enforcement 
notice on a marquee. 

Meanwhile, new proposals 


include an interactive attrac¬ 
tion “bringing the history of the 
Hop Farm to life”, enhancing 
the entrance building as a local 
produce store and a woodland 
area for children. 

The miniature driving school 
and ‘bouncing pillows’ will be 
kept, but their appearance “sof¬ 
tened”, the proposals state. 

Cllr Nicolas Heslop, the 
council’s portfolio holder for 
planning, said: “The masterp¬ 
lan has been put out for public 
consultation and we will con¬ 
sider the response to that at a 
meeting on July 2 8. 

“The Hop Farm has held a 
consultation, but it is impor¬ 
tant for the council to carry out 
our own separate consultation 
to gain independent views from 
the wider public.” 

He said members would be 
carrying out a site inspection 
before considering the results 
of the consultation. 

The Hop Farm was bought 
by Peter Bull in 2007, who has 
focused on the family market. 

It is hoped that so-called 


‘special circumstances’ will 
allow the owners to build on 
green belt land. These include 
the economic case for develop¬ 
ment to support the local tour¬ 
ism industry, jobs and the local 
economy, to ensure the busi¬ 
ness is viable and the attrac¬ 
tion a success in the long-term, 
and keep up maintenance. 

The Hop Farm points out 
that attractions such as Thorpe 
Park and Legoland have been 
granted permission to develop 
on green belt and that the 
councils involved gave weight 
to their economic benefits. 

The council said it did not 
wish to “discourage appropri¬ 
ate development of the site as 
a tourist facility” but was con¬ 
cerned that “piecemeal devel¬ 
opment could result in an ad¬ 
verse change in the character 
of the area as a whole”. 

No-one for the Hop Farm 
was available to comment be¬ 
fore this paper went to press.

Pfizer to keep 350 
jobs in the county 

PFIZER has announced that it will retain some 
of its pharmaceutical sciences operations at its 
Sandwich site - a move that will save 350 jobs. 

The move from total withdrawal to partial- 
withdrawal of the high-spec facility is intended 
to attract new investors and occupants onto the 
East Kent plot, which has been rebranded Dis¬ 
covery Park. 

Outgoing Sandwich site head Dr Ruth McK- 
ernan, who is leaving her role to take up the 
same position at Pfizer’s Cambridge base, said 
on Thursday: “We are hopeful, that by retaining 
this core group at Sandwich, Pfizer will be the 
first of many companies to locate on the site. 

“We remain focused on securing new owners 
and investment into Discovery Park. ” 

McKernan’s replacement, Dr Annette Do¬ 
herty, added: “Pfizer’s retained pharmaceutical 
sciences operations at Sandwich will maintain 
a nucleus of industry-leading talent, skills 
and capabilities in science and technology at 
the site. 

“It will be a key part of my role as site direc¬ 
tor to support the hard work being done to find 
new uses for the plot, and continue to support 
colleagues through the transition as we proceed 
with our phased exit.”

Students lay blame for high 
tuition fees on Coalition cuts

STUDENTS at Canterbury Christ 
Church University have spoken out 
against plans to increase tuition fees 
to just under the £9,000 maximum. 

The university, which also has 
campuses in Medway, Broadstairs, 
Folkestone and Tunbridge Wells, an¬ 
nounced last week that it wants to 
charge undergraduates £8,500 per 
annum from next year. 

But students’ union president Ste¬ 
ve Godwin has laid the blame at the 
door of the Coalition government. 

He said: “The situation regarding 
tuition fees changed after we cam¬ 
paigned alongside the National Un¬ 
ion of Students for a graduate tax. 
However, our view remains - higher 
education should be accessible to all. 

“The Coalition has forced higher 
education institutions into the posi¬ 
tion they find themselves in but, giv¬ 
en that many other institutions have 
announced a £9,000 annual fee, 
we acknowledge our institution has 
been compelled to apply its values in 
these challenging circumstances. 

“We retain the view that it was

wrong for the Coalition to have re¬ 
duced the higher education budget 
by so much when there remains no 
mandate for it to have done so.” 

Earlier this month the University 
for the Creative Arts, which has cam¬ 
puses in Rochester, Canterbury and 
Maidstone, also announced its inten¬ 
tion to increase fees to £8,500. The 
University of Kent had already pro¬ 
posed to hit the £9,000 maximum. 

Christ Church vice-chancellor Pro¬ 
fessor Robin Baker said: “We have 
taken into account the concerns of 
our future students and their fami¬ 
lies, and sought to try and limit the 
amount of debt as far as we can. 


“The £8,500 fee balances what we 
need to offer for our courses to be sus¬ 
tainable, taking into consideration 
our commitment to provide gener¬ 
ous access provision. 

“This fee, together with the range 
of financial support we’ll make avail¬ 
able, reflects our determination to 
ensure university education at Can¬ 
terbury Christ Church remains ac¬ 
cessible to those who will most ben¬ 
efit from it, particularly for students 
from lower income backgrounds. 

“In addition to financial assistance 
we’ll be offering generous support 
packages, likely to include bursaries, 
fee waivers and scholarships.” 

The Government announced last 
year that universities in England 
would be able to treble their yearly 
fees to £9,000. These will be funded, 
as now, by the taxpayer in the form 
of student loans. Graduates then pay 
back the costs of these directly from 
their pay once they begin earning 
more than £21,000. 

However, universities wishing 
to charge more than £6,000 must 
first prove they can “dramatically 
increase” numbers of students from 
disadvantaged backgrounds.

Report sheds light on child protection failings

AN INDEPENDENT report into 
Kent’s child protection service 
has warned that a “great deal” 
still needs to be done to correct 
failings in the system. 

The confidential document, 
which was made public follow¬ 
ing a request by county coun¬ 
cil leader Cllr Paul Carter, is 
the first of a series of quarterly 
updates on the progress made 
by social care chiefs since a 
damning Ofsted inspection 
last year. 

Author Liz Railton - inde¬ 
pendent chairwoman of the 


Kent Improvement Board 
- said that while the service 
was now heading in the right 
direction, there was no room 
for complacency. 

She wrote: “Referral rates, 
numbers of children subject 
to child protection plans and 
numbers of children looked af¬ 
ter have continued to rise. 

“ Although recruitment strat¬ 
egies have been successful and, 
with the help of agency staff, 
vacancy levels at the frontline 
are relatively low, the service 
is highly stressed by these high 
levels of activity. 

“The work done thus far has 
been impressive and it begins 


to address all the requirements 
of the improvement notice. 

“But it is not yet possible to 
assess progress as being suffi¬ 
cient to give confidence either 
that children are consistently 
safer in the short term or that 
improvement can be sustained 
over time.” 

Ms Railton added: “In the 
context of a large and diverse 
county, a great deal remains 
to be done to achieve sustained 
impact.” 

Last December KCC received 
a ‘poor’ rating as part of Ofst- 
ed’s annual assessment of chil¬ 
dren’s services. 

The authority had been

warned such a verdict was 
likely after the watchdog rated 
its safeguarding and looked-af- 
ter children services as “inad¬ 
equate” the previous month. 

Areas of concern included 
the weak management and 
supervision of staff, low edu¬ 
cational attainment of young¬ 
sters in care, and social work¬ 
ers with high caseloads. 

It was later revealed that 
more than 2,000 at-risk chil¬ 
dren did not have an allocated 
social worker, although this 
number has now plummeted 
to about 65. 

Ms Railton’s report urges 
the council to implement some 
“significant” changes to im¬ 
prove the service, including

a new operating model and a 
much improved IT system. 

She also calls on the author¬ 


ity to appoint a permanent cor¬ 
porate director for families and 
social care, as the current man 
in charge - Malcolm Newsam 
is only employed on an interim 
basis at a cost of £1,250 a day 
in agency fees. 

KCC cabinet member for spe¬ 
cialist children’s services, Cllr 
Jenny Whittle, said the report 
was a realistic picture of where 
the authority is currently. 

She added: “It does take time 
to turn around the service 
and rebuild the morale of a 
service that received such a 
poor Ofsted report. 

“I’m encouraged because Liz 
states we are on the right track, 
but we know there’s still a lot 
more to do.” 


Taxpayer could help pay boarding school fees 


VULNERABLE children may be 
shipped off to boarding school 
at taxpayers' expense to reduce 
the risk of them being per¬ 
manently removed from their 
families. 

Kent County Council says 
the ‘assisted boarding' scheme 
would cost up to £25,000 per 
child per year, compared to 
more than £156,000 a year to 
care for a child in a residential 
home. 

The authority is in discus¬ 
sions with the Royal Alexandra 
and Albert School in Reigate, 
Surrey, and also plans to hold 


talks with schools in Kent. 

It is hoped that 40 per cent 
of the costs will be met by 
charitable foundations. 

A report into the scheme 
reads: "The concept is that, in 
families where there is a signifi¬ 
cant strain on the relationship 
between parent/carer and child, 
removing the child from the 
home during term time may re¬ 
duce the strain on parents who 
are struggling to cope finan¬ 
cially, physically or emotionally, 
thereby increasing the likeli¬ 
hood that the family will remain 
intact while also improving the 


child's opportunity to succeed 
academically. 

"Many modern boarding 
schools have an excellent track 
record of providing not only 
high-quality educational stand¬ 
ards but an holistic package of 
pastoral care and extra-curricu¬ 
lar activities that can provide a 
stable, supportive and inspiring 
environment for a vulnerable 
child to achieve their potential." 

The Royal Alexandra and Al¬ 
bert School is rated 'outstand¬ 
ing' by Ofsted and has 80 per 
cent of children gaining at least 
five A* to C grades at GCSE.

Kent FA equality bid to make 
the playing field level for all

AN EQUALITY audit is being 
carried out by the Kent FA to 
ensure gay, disabled and female 
footballers are being properly 
represented in the sport. 

The survey, which also asks 
questions relating to age and 
ethnicity, has been circulated 
to all coaches, referees, volun¬ 
teers and clubs involved in the 
game at grassroots level. 

KCFA officials will use the re¬ 
sults to ensure people from all 
backgrounds are being given 
an equal opportunity to play 
football in the county. 

Development manager Dar¬ 
ryl Haden said an unofficial 
audit carried out by the associ¬ 
ation last year revealed several 
areas of improvement. 

He said: “We need to be fully 
representative of Kent’s com¬ 
munities. The last survey re¬ 
vealed that 92 per cent of our 
council members were above 
the age of 45, when most play¬ 
ers are actually a lot younger. 

“As a result we’re consider-

ing setting up a youth forum to 
give players a say at that level. 

“The audit also showed only 
four per cent of people taking 
part in our coaching courses 
were female, so we’re looking 
to run women-only coaching 
and refereeing courses to in¬ 
crease that figure. 

“It’s the same with ethnic 
minority groups. We are target¬ 
ing certain areas of the county 
because we want the game to 
be inclusive to everyone.” 

Last year KCFA was award¬ 
ed the prestigious Foundation 


Level of the National Equality 
Standard of Sport in recogni¬ 
tion of its attempts to promote 
equality in Kent. 

The association, which de¬ 
votes 34 per cent of its annual 
budget to the cause, is now 
working towards the next stage 
up, the preliminary level. 

In Kent there are more than 
40 women’s and 100 girls’ 
teams, as well as provision for 
disabled players. 

Last January the county’s 
first gay-friendly football club 
- Bexley Invicta - was formed, 
a development warmly wel¬ 
comed by the KCFA. 

Mr Haden said: “We support 
gay-friendly teams and would 
love to see more. We have an 
equality advisory group and 
have invited Bexley Invicta to 
send a representative to our 
next meeting, because it’s im¬ 
portant clubs have a say. 

“Barriers to playing football 
no longer exist. The challenge 
for us is to make sure people 
are aware they can play re¬ 
gardless of race, gender, ability 
or sexuality.”

Charities fight back at protest over 
‘cruel and futile’ animal drug tests

FOUR leading medical research chari¬ 
ties have come under fire from a Kent- 
based animal rights group for using 
money from donations to fund experi¬ 
ments on monkeys, dogs and mice. 

Animal Aid has launched a boycott 
campaign against Cancer Research UK, 
British Heart Foundation, Parkinson’s 
UK, and the Alzheimer’s Society, saying 
their animal-based research is “cruel 
and futile”. 

But the charities, whose collective 
annual income is more than £710 mil¬ 
lion, have hit back, saying research in¬ 
volving animals remained essential. 

Andrew Tyler, director of the Ton¬ 
bridge-based animal rights group, ar¬ 
gued the campaigners want cures too, 
but their research, set out in the report 
Victims of Charity, found that animal 
experiments into cancer, dementia, 
heart disease, and Parkinson’s, have 
failed to advance human medicine. 

“Our argument is that there is enor¬ 
mous suffering involved in so many of 
these experiments, but additionally the 
so-called animal models of diseases such 
as cancer, dementia, Parkinson’s and 
heart disease are simply not reliable.”

Animal Aid’s report was written and 
researched by Dr Adrian Stallwood, a 
hospital doctor, and Andre Menache, a 
veterinary surgeon. 

Mr Menache, who lives in Sevenoaks, 
said: “Comparing treatment outcomes 
in animals and people, systematic re¬ 
views have all come out with the same 
conclusions that it is about as reliable as 
tossing a coin.” 

Earlier this month, The Lancet medi¬ 
cal journal published an open letter 
to the Prime Minister David Cameron 
and Health Secretary Andrew Lans- 
ley about the safety of medicine. The 
authors raised concerns about the 
growing problems of drug failures and 


adverse drug reactions, the increasing 
cost of drugs and the pressure it put on 
the NHS. They blamed an over-reliance 
on animals to predict drug behaviour 
in man and called on the Government 
to compare human-biology-based tests 
with those currently in use. 

Animal Aid’s report urges the chari¬ 
ties to stop funding animal research and 
use methods that are directly relevant to 
people, such as donated human tissue 
and organs, micro-dosing, computer 
modelling and imaging technologies. 

The charities also put forward power¬ 
ful arguments, Dr David Scott, director 
of science funding at Cancer Research 
UK, said: “Cancer survival has doubled 
over the last 40 years - that progress is 
based on the wide array of new treat¬ 
ments developed and tested using ani¬ 
mal research. 

“Every donation we receive makes 
a huge difference. If this campaign is 
successful, it will damage the progress 
we’re making in beating cancer as few¬ 
er treatments will be developed.” 

Animal Aid ran adverts in national 
newspapers urging the public to stop 
giving to the charities unless they end 
their support for animal testing. Its re¬ 
port found 80 medical research chari¬ 
ties that do not support animal testing.

Internet money launderers locked up 


TWO men have been sentenced for money 
laundering of proceeds from a bogus electronics 
company website which took cash from up to 
3,000 would-be customers. 

More than £200,000 of payments were made 
for electronic goods such as games consoles 
and laptops which were never supplied. 

Denis James Farley, 29, of Whitehall Road, 


Ramsgate, and Marco Caracciolo, 38, of West 
Cliff Road, Ramsgate, both pleaded not guilty 
but were convicted at Lewes Crown Court of 14 
charges of money laundering the proceeds of 
fraud on dates during 2008. 

Both were sentenced to two years in jail.

He may be 65, but 
The Fonz is still 
wooing the crowds

FOR those of a certain age, Henry Winkler is the 
epitome of cool; a man capable of turning wom¬ 
en weak at the knees with a click of his fingers, 
and men swoon with admiration. 

Because to millions around the world he is, 
was, and always will be Arthur Fonzarelli aka 
The Fonz. And if his enduring popularity was 
ever in doubt, being present at his visit to Kent 
last week proves the Happy Days star still packs 
an almighty wallop of star appeal. 

Now a pensioner, having turned 65 last year, 
Mr Winkler was in town to to talk about his strug¬ 
gles with dyslexia. And after giving an inspira¬ 
tional speech to children at Valence special school, 
near Westerham, youngsters queued up along 
with star-struck staff to meet him. 

Mr Winkler may be best remembered as Fonzie 
in the cult 19 70s sitcom, but he is also now see¬ 
ing somewhat of a resurgence in his success as a 
television actor with two shows in the US. 

And away from the cameras he has written 17 


popular children’s novels and is currently in the 
middle of a tour around schools in the UK giving 
talks about different ways of learning. 

One thing he has clearly learned is the power 
of his presence. 

As we wait for our few moments of face-to- 
face time, two women nervously approach him. 

One works up the courage to ask for a picture 
with him, saying “You must get this all the time, 
but I love you”. Winkler calmly brushes aside 
her worries and poses with her and her friend, 
clearly making both their days. Meanwhile, 
youngsters are equally keen to shake his hand - 
down to his best-selling book series, Hank Zipzer; 
The World’s Greatest Underachiever. 

For the past three years he has teamed up with 
First News, a children’s newspaper, as part of a 
campaign to raise awareness about youngsters 
with learning challenges. 

“We all have a very particular way of learn¬ 
ing,” he said. “I was in the bottom three per cent 
in the country academically, but I learnt that 
has nothing to do with what you can achieve. 

“What I tell every child I meet is that you have

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greatness in you, you just have to find out what 
your gift is, dig it out and give it to the world.” 

His message will have had special resonance 
with the children at Valence School who have 
physical disabilities and complex medical needs. 

Mr Winkler has spoken about the frustration he 
felt growing up because he wanted to succeed at 
school and he wanted to be able to read well. He 
was not diagnosed as dyslexic until he was 31. 

“School was unbelievably hard for me,” he 
said. “Teachers didn’t know what dyslexia was 
at that time so I was labelled a troublemaker. I 
was told I was stupid, lazy, and not living up to 
my potential most of my life. And, when you’re 
young and you’re told that, you believe it.” 

Asked how he ventured into writing children’s 
books, he said: “Someone suggested it and I 
thought ‘I cannot write a book, I’m supposed to 
be stupid’. But I eventually thought I’d try and 
now, 17 novels later... The most important thing 


for me is that they make the children laugh. 

“The second thing is that they go ‘wow, it’s 
like you know me so well’, whether it is kids who 
are learning-challenged or not, they identify 
with the books. Reluctant readers read as they’ve 
never read before and that’s great.” 

Based on his own experiences, the books tell 
the story of a 10-year-old boy with dyslexia. 

Earlier this year, Mr Winkler was awarded an 
OBE for services to children with special educa¬ 
tional needs and dyslexia. 

Meanwhile, he has just finished filming in Las 
Vegas for a movie with Hitch star Kevin James 
and Oscar nominee Salma Hayek, called Here 
Comes the Boom. 

“I have two TV shows - Royal Pains and an 
outrageous spoof, Children’s Hospital,” he adds. 

One thing is for sure. His visit may have been 
brief, but, its given a whole new generation some 
Happy Days. 


■ SET around an idealised version of life in the mid 1950s and 60s, Happy Days has endured 
more than most television shows. 

A comedy revolving around the trials and tribulations of the Cunningham family, it has been 
repeated so frequently on UK television its appeal has crossed generations. 

First broadcast in 1974, it would make superstars from its young cast. Ron Howard, now one of 
Hollywood's foremost movie directors will, for millions, always been known as Richie Cunningham. 

But it was the character of The Fonz which captured the imagination. The suave motor mechanic 
emerged as the star of the show, with his entry greeted by near hysteric applause and cheering 
from the studio audience. 

It made Henry Winkler one of the best-known faces on TV - today the leather jacket he wore in 
the hit series hangs in Washington's Smithsonian Institution - one of America's top museums.

Marshall-Andrews writes himself 
as the Labour rebel with a cause

OUTSPOKEN former Labour MP Bob Marshall- 
Andrews is hoping his newly published memoirs 
prove he was no rebel without a cause. 

The ex-Medway representative, who stepped 


down at the last general election after 13 years in 
Parliament, voted against the previous Labour 
government on many occasions and was seen as a 
major irritant to Tony Blair and his cabinet during 
Mr Blair’s time as Prime Minister. 

But Mr Marshall-Andrews says he never set out 
to be a dissenter when he was first elected in 19 9 7, 


and that he hoped his new book - entitled Off Mes¬ 
sage - would help the public understand why he 
was opposed to so many of his party’s policies. 

“There are two types of people who want to 
enter Parliament - those who want to achieve 
power and those who want to control it,” he 
said. “And the first attracts more rogues and 
charlatans than the second. 

“I saw my role as helping to control the execu¬ 
tive. I didn’t become an MP because I wanted to 
be a rebel, but I was turned into one because of 
the legislation put before me.” 

Mr Marshall-Andrews was highly critical of Mr 
Blair, and famously blamed him on the night of the 
2005 general election when he thought he had 
lost the Medway seat to Tory rival and current Ro¬ 
chester and Strood MP Mark Reckless. 

But despite retaining his position after a re¬ 
count, Mr Marshall-Andrews continues to hold 
Mr Blair responsible for a drop in support for La¬ 
bour due to the decision to go to war in Iraq. 

He said: “I’ve always said I thought he was an 
authoritarian, a man obsessed with control, an 
anti-libertarian and a populist. But also I think 
he had after Kosovo an addiction to war. 

“We would acknowledge each other if we passed 
in the hallway but I was probably his least favour¬ 
ite MP, which I’m not concerned about. 

“It was permanently on my mind to quit the 
party and I was actually encouraged to by several 
other Labour MPs who said they would follow me if

I did. But I’ve been a member since 1972 and to 
concede the party to New Labour when I still be¬ 
lieved in its core values would have been wrong. 

“Ed Miliband is preferable to Blair and I’m much 
more in tune with his way of thinking. Whether he 
can lead the party to victory or not is another mat¬ 
ter, because it’s always difficult to contend with a 
seriously hostile press and a divided party.” 

Mr Marshall-Andrews won the Medway seat from 
Tory Dame Peggy Fenner in 1997. He beat Mark 
Reckless in 2001 and 2005 before his Tory rival took 
the new Rochester and Strood seat last year. 

Mr Reckless has followed in his predecessor’s 
foosteps, having voted against the Coalition sev¬ 
eral occasions times, including on tuition fees. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews, who has moved away 
from Kent, said: “I had a strong attachment to 
Medway and my constituents. They’re a robust lot 
and I like them enormously, but it doesn’t benefit 
an area to have old MPs hanging around. 

“I didn’t get on very well with Mark Reckless but 
it’s good to see he’s continuing the trend of going 
against the Government when he feels he should.”

Paedophile had huge collection of 
child sex abuse pictures and films

A MAN who was caught with more than 43 
hours of film of young boys being sexually abused 
has been sentenced to 18 months behind bars. 

Graham Ree Davis, 27, of Wheeler Street, 
Maidstone, was arrested in June, 2010, when 
officers from Kent Police’s public protection unit 
searched his home and found the child porno¬ 
graphy on his computer. 

Davis admitted the offences in March and was 
sentenced this week at Maidstone Crown Court. 
He was also made subject to a sex offenders pre¬ 
vention order for 10 years and was ordered to sign 
the sex offenders’ register for the same period. 

Analysis of Davis’s computer revealed thou¬ 
sands of images on child abuse and hundreds of 
hours of movie clips. The images were predomi¬ 


nantly of boys aged from 10 tol 7-years-old, and 
included the most violent abuse that police rate 
at the maximum level 5’. 

Officers also found evidence of Davis distrib¬ 
uting images to other chatroom users. He had 
pretended to be a 15-year-old boy, and claimed 
he was responsible for a social network website 
containing indecent images of children. 

He advised chatroom users of ways to access 
his online collection, in exchange for more im¬ 
ages to be uploaded to his own website. 


One other man has since been arrested in 
another county and is currently on bail pend¬ 
ing analysis of computer equipment. Police are 
working to identify further suspects. 

Det Con Mikaela Stevens of Kent Police’s pub¬ 
lic protection unit said: “Davis made it clear he 
was happy to share his sickening collection with 
like-minded individuals. It is obvious he had no 
concept of the possibility he was encouraging 
child abuse by doing so, and I am glad the we 
have been able to put a stop to his activities.”

EU budget cuts threat 
to the county’s wildlife

A WILDLIFE charity has warned that EU budg¬ 
et cuts could force some animal species into 
extinction. 

The Royal Society for the Protection of Birds 
(RSPB) is worried the scrapping of EU payments 
to farmers using techniques to protect and 
encourage vulnerable species will have cata¬ 
strophic effects. 

If the funds are removed from the EU budg¬ 
et proposals, which are being announced on 
Wednesday, June 29, the charity fears declining 
species in Kent such as the grey partridge, the 
lapwing and the tree sparrow will suffer. 

Martin Harper, the RSPB’s conservation di¬ 
rector, said: “Our countryside has faced many 
threats, but this would be really savage. 

“Rewarding farmers for protecting threatened 
wildlife has provided a lifeline to many sensitive 
species, which would have ebbed away. 

“If the EU continues with this plan, there is 
no doubt wildlife will suffer, with the possible ulti¬ 
mate UK extinction of some threatened species.” 

Bruce Fowkes, farmland bird advisor at the 
RSPB South East, said: “Slashing agri-environ¬ 
ment funding would have a devastating effect 
on efforts by farmers in Kent to make their farms 
more wildlife friendly.

“Without financial incentives to manage ar¬ 
eas for wildlife, many farmers will be unable to 
take land out of production to provide important 
wildlife features. Much of the work being done 
by farmers to protect special landscapes like the 
North Kent Marshes would also suffer. ” 

The NFU declined to comment on the leaked 
information, but a spokesman said rural devel¬ 
opment, including schemes to protect wildlife, 
are important to Kent farmers. 

The spokesman said: “Rural development, in¬ 
cluding the wildlife scheme, is hugely important. 
It means farmers can do a lot of quality work. 

“They can create imaginative things to con¬ 
serve and protect a number of species.”

Return to work scheme ‘set 
to fail the jobless’ in the most 
deprived areas of the county

CRITICS of a Government scheme 
aimed at helping people back into work 
say it could be doomed to fail in severely 
deprived areas like Thanet. 

Under the new Work Programme that 
began this month, approved providers 
- mostly private companies - will try to 
find employment for benefits claimants 
on a payment-by-results basis. 

But according to a study by the Work 
Foundation think tank, there is a dan¬ 
ger contractors will cherry-pick parts of 
the country where they are more likely 
to get results. This would then leave 
places like Thanet, which has 44 ben¬ 
efits claimants for every one job adver¬ 
tised, out in the cold. 

“As the Work Programme is based on 
payment by results, contractors carry 
the initial risk, ” said report author Lizzie 
Crowley. “There is therefore the danger 
that private contractors will focus on 
investing in places where they are more 
likely to get people into work.

“This could be a particular problem for 
isolated coastal regions like Thanet where 
there is no economic centre and few job 
opportunities. Margate in particular has 
a lot of problems with deprivation and a 
housing market with low-cost properties 
that attract people on benefits.” 

Jobseekers over 25 become eligible for 
help through the Work Programme after 
a year, and under-2 5s after nine months. 


Some younger people in certain cir¬ 
cumstances, like young offenders, will 
be eligible after a shorter period of time. 

Employment minister Chris Grayling 
compared the scheme to a “giant em¬ 
ployment dating agency” that matches 
unemployed people to jobs in which 
they have a good chance of staying. 

But Ms Crowley said areas like Thanet, 
which are recovering more slowly after 
the recession, may not benefit as much 
from the scheme - especially once the full 
impact of public sector job losses is felt. 

Thanet is the most deprived district 
in Kent and one of the top 100 most de¬ 
prived in the whole of the UK. 

Just over 17 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion is unemployed, with only about 
330 jobs currently on offer. 

North Thanet Tory MP Roger Gale said: 
“I’m confident the Work Programme can 
work in Thanet and I shall do everything 
I can to support those who will make sure 
it does work. There’s always a risk but 
it’s up to us to overcome that risk.”

Rich need better tax breaks and 
a feel-good benefit from giving

WEALTHY people need greater 
political incentives to follow in the 
footsteps of generous donors like 
Kent’s De Haan brothers, according 
to a leading academic. 

Dr Beth Breeze, from the Universi¬ 
ty of Kent’s centre on philanthropy, 
humanitarianism and social jus¬ 
tice, told MPs at the House of Com¬ 
mons last week that they should do 
more to encourage public giving to 
ensure charities continue to receive 
the money they rely on. 

Such incentives include creat¬ 
ing bigger and better tax breaks for 
donors, and celebrating those phi¬ 
lanthropists who make significant 
contributions. 

Dr Breeze said: “Those in Parlia¬ 
ment have a duty to encourage 
public giving but it’s an awfully 
tricky thing to do when people are 
sometimes very suspicious about 
politicians getting involved. 

“There’s lots they can do as long 
as they tread carefully, because phi¬ 
lanthropy is completely free will and 
people won’t donate if they feel like

they’re being pressured into it. It’s 
the complete opposite of paying tax.” 

Dr Breeze said a tighter regula¬ 
tion of the charity sector and better 
transparency of how donations are 
spent would make people more con¬ 
fident about giving away money. 

She told members of the All Party 
Parliamentary Group on Civil Soci¬ 
ety last week that the Government 
could also help by reducing inher¬ 
itance tax, and funding organisa¬ 
tions that promote philanthropy. 

However, Dr Breeze said one of the 
best ways to encourage public giving

was to promote the feel-good benefits 
experienced by philanthropists. 

She said: “I’ve interviewed some 
of the richest philanthropists and the 
key thing among them is enjoyment. 

“They get a kick out of giving 
their money away to a good cause. 

“They find that once they’ve 
bought a house, a plane, and a 
yacht, they’ve still got money left 
they don’t know what to do with. 

“We all care about something 
whether it’s homelessness, the arts, 
children and so on, and it’s incred¬ 
ibly satisfying to be able to help a 


charity that cares about them too.” 

Folkestone-based businessmen 
Roger and Peter De Haan were 
Kent’s wealthiest representatives on 
this year’s Sunday Times Rich List, 
ranked at 87th with a combined 
wealth of about £800 million. 

The year before they also fea¬ 
tured at 38th on the ‘giving list’, 
having donated £22.lm to various 
art-based, regeneration, education 
and community projects. 

Dr Breeze said: “Kent has some 
of the nation’s best philanthropists 
in men like the De Haans and Guy 
Hands, but there are lots of others 
who are perhaps not as well known. 

“There’s clearly an appetite 
among politicians to motivate 
more people to donate money, and 
it’s exciting that we have this study 
centre in the heart of Kent to help.” 

Mr Hands, who lives outside Sev- 
enoaks, is the founder of private equi¬ 
ty firm Terra Firma Capital Partners. 

He contributed towards the fund¬ 
ing of the Guy Hands Library at 
Judd School in Tonbridge, and the 
Hands Building at Mansfield Col¬ 
lege, Oxford.

THOUSANDS lined the streets of Tonbridge town 
centre last weekend to welcome the 2nd Battal¬ 
ion The Princess of Wales’ Royal Regiment. 

Young and old watched as the soldiers from 
Kent’s infantry regiment took part in the Free¬ 
dom Parade marching from Tonbridge School 
down the High Street. 

When the battalion, led by the band, reached 
the Vale Road roundabout they came back up 
to Big Bridge, where Mayor of Tonbridge and 
Mailing Cllr Brian Luker was invited to inspect 
the troops. 

Speaking after the event last Sunday, Major 
Ronnie Corbett said: “It went really well. This 
was the fourth in a series of parades. 

“This is the best turnout we’ve had to date, the 
weather has been good and the reception has 
been fantastic.” 

They are currently based at the Royal Artil- 
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lery Barracks in Woolwich after returning from 
Cyprus last year, where they were the reserve 
battalion supporting operations in Afghanistan. 

Major Corbett said parades were good for mo¬ 
rale: “The battalion has been serving overseas 
for about the last five years. It has been great be¬ 
ing back in the UK and going round the recruit¬ 
ing areas showing our medals.” 

The Princess of Wales’ are the most decorated 
of all British Army regiments, with 57 Victoria 
Crosses including that awarded to Lance Corpo¬ 
ral Johnson Beharry in 2004 for his gallantry in 
Iraq. During numerous deployments to Afghani¬ 
stan between May 2008 and September 2009, 
several soldiers from the battalion were awarded 
for acts of bravery. 

During his speech,

Cllr Luker said: “Giv¬ 
en the current times 
and recent conflicts 
across the world, 
our nation has 
much to be grateful 
for to the brave men 
and women of our 
Armed Forces. 

“I know I speak 
on behalf of all the 
residents of Ton-

in thanking every 
soldier for their courage and commitment.” 

The battalion has been focused on more cer¬ 
emonial roles recently, including the royal wed¬ 
ding and guarding Buckingham Palace. 

Major Corbett said next year the soldiers 
would be providing support for the London 
2012 Olympics. 

The Princess of Wales’ Royal Regiment is the 
local county infantry regiment for Surrey, Kent, 
Sussex, Middlesex and Hampshire and can trace 
its regimental origins back to 15 72. 

Its regimental HQ is Howe Barracks in Canter¬ 
bury.

Breaking the cycle of despair 


Natalie Ross of the Prince’s Trust youth charity says far too many of our 
young people from poor backgrounds suffer from a poverty of aspiration 


IT is a sobering thought that in 
some areas of Kent, more than 
one in four children are grow¬ 
ing up in poverty. 

In Thanet, 26 per cent of 
children are thought to be 
growing up below the poverty 
line. Too many are living with¬ 
out the basic essentials - clean 
clothes, a bed of their own, and 
books to read at bedtime. 

At the Prince’s Trust, we 
meet these young people every 
day. Many have watched their 
families struggling to make 
ends meet. A new report by 
The Prince’s Trust and RBS re¬ 
veals thousands of young peo¬ 
ple from Kent’s poorest families 
believe they will achieve “few” 
or “none” of their goals in life. 

The research suggests there is 
an aspiration chasm between 
our richest and poorest young 
people, with those from deprived 
homes feeling it will be impossi¬ 
ble to achieve their goals. 

Thousands believe they are 
resigned to failure, feeling 


trapped in a hopeless cycle of dis¬ 
advantage. To some, it seems in¬ 
conceivable they could ever 
build a life that will offer their 
own children a better start. 

Tragically, more than one in 
10 young people in Kent (12 
per cent) feel “people like them 
don’t succeed in life”. Almost 
one in six (16 per cent) believe 
they will “end up on benefits 
for at least part of their lives”. 

Young people growing up in 
poverty are significantly more 
likely to feel this way, with 
many believing they will never 
buy their own house or even 
find a job in the future. 

If we fail to support our most 
disadvantaged young people 
now, Kent could end up with a 
youth underclass. 

Worse still, we will store up 
problems for the future. It is not 
uncommon for feelings of hope¬ 
lessness to be passed from gen¬ 
eration to generation, permeat¬ 
ing throughout our towns’ most 
deprived communities. We can¬ 


not afford to waste this potential 
at a time when Kent needs as 
much fresh talent as possible to 
rebuild the economy. 

It is possible to help these 
vulnerable young people to 
turn their lives around. 

One young man grew up in a 
low-income family. He didn’t 
know anyone who had 
achieved success so assumed 
good jobs were only for wealthy 
people. When he left school, he 
drifted from dead-end job to 
dead-end job. 

However, he was determined 
to do something positive and 
asked the Prince’s Trust for help. 
He joined the charity’s Team 
programme, a 12-week develop¬ 
ment course giving young peo¬ 
ple the s kil l s and confidence to 
get into work or training. 

Today, he is training for his 
dream job as a motorbike me¬ 
chanic and, for the first time, he 
feels optimistic about his future. 

Every year in London and the 
South East, the Trust works with

3,600 disadvantaged young 
people who need someone to 
give them a second chance. 

We help those who have 
struggled at school, been in trou¬ 
ble with the law, are long-term 
unemployed, and those who are 
leaving the care system. Many 
go on to achieve things they nev¬ 
er thought possible, with more 
than three in four moving into 
work, education or training. 

Prince’s Trust schemes help 
young people to boost their con¬ 
fidence and motivation, and help 
to break the perpetual cycles of 
poverty across the region.

I’D LIKE to ask your readers 
to help with our campaign to 
highlight the unfairness of 
proposals contained in the UK 
Government’s Pensions Bill. 

We support the move to 
bring women’s state pension 
age in line with men’s at 65, 
but we are objecting to the 
speed of the increase for 
women to 66 by 2020, six 
years earlier than it had 
originally planned. 

As a result, around 330,000 
in Britain women will, at short 
notice, have to wait an extra 
18 months or longer before 
claiming their state pension. 


I, and many other women 
across the UK, feel this is 
unfair and will hurt hard¬ 
working women, many of 
whom have worked for 40 
years or more. 

Many of us have worked 
in relatively low-paid or 
part-time jobs because of 
caring responsibilities and 
these changes will mean real 
hardship, especially to those 
with poor health.

Would joint account 
help my executor? 


Q 


k I AM a widow in my 60s, still 
I working, and am writing my 
twill. I have almost no family and 
only one possible younger person to be 
executor. I have paid for and arranged 
my funeral. I understand that acting as 
an executor can involve expense and 
time off work, which might be a 
problem if the person concerned has no 
spare cash, so can you think of a safe 
way to set aside a pot of money that 
could be available immediately for the 
executor? I thought of setting up a joint 
account, but could it be locked away, 
only to be accessed by the executor 
after I die? And what would happen if 
the executor has debts or goes 
bankrupt in the meantime? 

A LET’S look at the last problem 

first. Having your name on a joint 
account need not automatically 
mean you own a single penny of the 
cash. Lots of people have a joint account 
that allows them to look after money 
matters for an elderly relation, but the 
cash in the account still belongs to the 
elderly person. So, if you do open a joint 
account with someone, and they get into 
debt or are made bankrupt, your money 
can be safe - though it might be a good 
idea to get a signed agreement stating 
that the cash is all yours. I get the 
impression that your real worry is if the 
joint account holder has debt problems, 
then he or she might dip into the money 
sooner rather than later. One possible 
answer might be to put the money into a 
2 8-day notice account, with monthly 
statements sent to your home. That 
would minimise the opportunity for 
early withdrawals. But a better - more 
expensive - solution would be to appoint 
a solicitor as executor. You could still 
appoint your friend to act as joint 
executor and you could authorise the 
solicitor to make any payment you like 
to your friend, as a tax-free bequest. 
You could even leave some cash in a 
sealed envelope with the solicitor, with 
instructions that it be handed unopened 
to your friend on your death. 

Q HOW safe is my money in the 
Norwich & Peterborough 
Building Society? I have no 
money in the collapsed Keydata fund, 
but I do have £130,000 in savings. 

The society is facing a compensation 
claim over its marketing of Keydata, 
and a substantial fine from the 
Financial Services Authority. Do you 
think this will bankrupt it, and should 
I look for another building society? 

A ALTHOUGH Keydata invest¬ 
ments were marketed in Britain, 
the company had close ties to 
Luxembourg and the USA. There is an 
international investigation into the 
company’s collapse. N&P sold the Keydata 
scheme to more than 3,000 customers, 
including many who should not have 
been offered anything so risky. The FSA 
has fined the society £1.4 million, and it 
faces a compensation bill that is likely to 
top £50m. Will the society go bust? No -

members vote soon on a merger with the 
Yorkshire Building Society. Meanwhile, 
N&P remains fully licensed and protected 
by the Financial Services Compensation 
Scheme. However, compensation cover 
for any bank or building society customer 
extends only to £85,000, or to £170,000 
for joint accounts. If your account is in 
your sole name, you might think of 
spreading your savings around. This is 
just common sense, and not because of 
the N&P’s problems. 

WE HAVE been told by a 
I financial manager that if we 
v put our bungalow into a family 
trust, this will no longer be taken into 
account for care costs if we go into a 
home. Is this right? 

A SOME firms make a living selling 
advice on schemes to keep the local 
authority from taking your home 
into account if you apply to have care- 
home fees paid by the council. Not all 
these schemes work. Strictly, authorities 
can take into account any property that 
you have deliberately given away before 
claiming assistance with fees. So, the 
answer depends partly on whether the 
trust deed itself is legally effective, and 
partly on your local council’s policies. A 
council might ignore property that was 
given away 10 years ago, but clamp down 
if it was placed in trust just months before 
you asked the council to pay your care 
home fees. Before signing anything, ask 
the council about its attitude in dealing 
with care home claims. 

, I CANNOT find certificates for 
my shares in DX Services, and 
Ithe registrar wants £62 for 
duplicates.

Is the cost worthwhile? 

A WITHOUT knowing how many 
shares you have, I cannot give 
you the answer either.

Q A WEBSITE, Tobaccoonline, 
offers cheap cigarettes that 
appear to be duty free.

eBay traders face 
scrutiny by taxman

PEOPLE who run businesses on eBay 
and other online marketplaces could 
soon find themselves the focus of 
attention from the taxman. 

HM Revenue & Customs is to 
target a number of sectors over the 
next year, with online traders, VAT 
defaulters, and private tutors, among 
those who can expect the spotlight to 
fall on them. 

HMRC said it would be using ad¬ 
vanced computer software to help 
pinpoint people who had failed to pay 
the right tax or who were trading 
without informing the authorities. 

Traders who use websites such as 
eBay to buy and sell goods could find 
themselves in the taxman’s sights, 
although HMRC said people who 
sold only a few items and who were 
not online businessmen were unlike¬ 
ly to be liable for tax and would not 
be targeted. 

Elsewhere, the focus on private tu¬ 
tors means fitness and dance coaches 
as well as academic tutors could 
come under the microscope. 


“By being open about our areas of 
interest for the coming year, we 
hope to maximise that exchange of 
information and ensure we reduce 
the tax gap and help customers pay 
what they owe,” said Mike Wells, 
director of risk and intelligence at 
HMRC. 

“We will use the information we 
gather to pursue people who choose 
not to use the opportunities we pro¬ 
vide for them to put their affairs in 
order on the best possible terms. 

“It will be more expensive if we 
come and find people, so I urge 
them to come forward and disclose 
voluntarily.” 

The taxman has raised more than 
£500 million from its targeted 
campaigns, with a further £100m 
coming from its follow-up activity. 

Previous campaigns have targeted 
offshore investments, medical profes¬ 
sionals, and plumbers. 

But questions have been raised 
over the effectiveness of such target¬ 
ed campaigns. 

“The extra £900m allocated to 
HMRC in last year’s spending review 
has enabled it to expand its investiga¬ 


tion teams across all business sec¬ 
tors,” said Anne Richardson, tax part¬ 
ner at accountants Larking Gowen. 

“The danger is that by targeting so 
many areas - add restaurants and 
the construction industry to the list 
of current initiatives - it spreads itself 
too thin and doesn’t yield the results 
it expects, as was borne out by previ¬ 
ous initiatives into offshore invest¬ 
ments and medical professionals.” 

Colin Fish, tax partner at Lovewell 
Blake, said: “HMRC is using increas¬ 
ingly sophisticated methods of iden¬ 
tifying people who are avoiding tax. 
It seems it is particularly targeting 
people who use the internet to con¬ 
duct trade. 

“It has been extending ‘tax safe 
plans’ to provide opportunities for 
voluntary disclosures - and interest¬ 
ingly, while aimed at people in the 
plumbing industry, the latest one did 
invite others to come forward. 

“People shouldn’t assume that 
there will be further opportunities to 
make disclosures in the future - and 
those who don’t take advantage 
are likely to be subject to high 
penalties.” 


Mortgage customers ‘set to stay put’ 


MILLIONS of mortgage customers on 
variable rates are intending to remain 
where they are for the time being. 

In a study of the market by Lloyds 
TSB, nearly half of borrowers 
currently on variable-rate deals said 
they planned to stick with their 
current mortgages for at least the 
next two years. 

One in 10 borrowers will Look at 
new products only when rates start 
to rise, but one in 20 said they would 
not switch products over the next two 


years unless they moved. Only 6pc of 
borrowers said they were already 
reviewing their options. 

Although inflation remains at more 
than double the Bank of England's 
target, an increasing number of 
analysts believe there will be no rise 
in the base rate until next year. 

However, a borrower with a 
mortgage of £100,000 on a variable 
rate is Likely to find that a 0.5pc base 
rate increase will lead to a rise in 
repayments of about £25 a month, 


so it could be worth moving to a 
fixed-rate deal before the base rate 
starts to go up. 

"It's important to remember that a 
base rate this Low is not the norm," 
said Stephen Noakes, commercial 
director of mortgages at Lloyds TSB. 

"Switching to a fixed deal now 
won't be the right thing for everyone, 
but borrowers should take a good 
Look at their options and think about 
how much they value the certainty of 
fixed monthly payments." 
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LIKE it or Loathe it, social 
media sites are on the rise. 

The sites are predominantly 
used to post mundane photos 
of cats (Facebook) or tell the 
world what you had for lunch 
(Twitter), but as the craze has 
caught on so there has been 
an increase in the number of 
work-related legal rows and 
employment tribunals. The 
sudden surge of such cases 
has prompted one Kent firm 
to urge businesses to adopt 
a formal social-media policy, 
thereby protecting themselves 
from any costly civil actions, 
and, more importantly perhaps, 
any financial or reputational 
damage.

THE executive group of the region’s super¬ 
sized Local Enterprise Partnership faced its first 
major test on Thursday. 

The Kent, Essex and East Sussex LEP members 
met to decide which site(s) it wishes to put for¬ 
ward for Enterprise Zone (EZ) consideration. 

Two potential locations in the county were 
put forward for consideration: the Pfizer 
site at Sandwich and the main commercial 
quarter at Ebbsfleet. 

But Government’s indication that it will gener¬ 
ally only approve one zone, which would benefit 
from tax breaks and incentives for businesses, 
per LEP was set to create problems as Kent’s EZ 
needs were placed head-to-head with those of Es¬ 
sex and East Sussex. At the time of going to press 
no decision had been made. 

Prior to the meeting an LEP spokesman said: 
“To support the process of deciding upon which 
Enterprise Zone(s) the LEP wishes to promote to 
Government, it has been agreed that an inde¬ 
pendent appraisal will be undertaken for each of 
the final bids. 

“An independent review will test the under¬ 
lying assumptions of each bid, which will ensure

consistency and enable robust comparisons to 
be made.” 

Once LEP bosses have settled on their pre¬ 
ferred EZ location, they will then discuss their 
wider aims and objectives. 

A KCC pre-meeting agenda explained: “When 
it was established, the LEP set out a number of 
joint priorities for the three counties, focused on 
coastal and rural regeneration, unlocking the 
potential of the Thames Gateway and strategic 


transport infrastructure. 

“However, the role the LEP should play is not 
defined by Government and it is expected that 
there will be considerable diversity across the 
country in the types of activities in which LEPs 
are engaged. 

“In that context, the LEP executive group will 
be considering the role it could and should play 
in support of economic development in Kent, 
Essex and East Sussex.” 

The closing date for EZ applications is Thurs¬ 
day, June 30. 

Pfizer’s hi-tech site could be used for hous¬ 
ing, leisure and shops, despite hopes of saving 
thousands of jobs through continued use of the 
research and development facilities. 

The specialist research and development based 
has been rebranded as ‘Discovery Park’ to try to 
attract potential buyers from the sector. 

However, a sales brochure from commercial 
estate agent CB Richard Ellis revealed that po¬ 
tential additional uses for the site could include 
shops, hotels, leisure facilities and residential de¬ 
velopment. The agents said there was no price 
guide for the Sandwich site, which is likely to 
fetch tens of millions of pounds.

Growth funding 
deadline looms 

THE second round of Regional Growth 
Fund applications will come to a close 
next week. 

Firms across the UK have been asked 
to bid for a slice of the Government’s 
£1.4 billion funding pot, set up last year 
to encourage job creation. 

Kent companies will be hoping for 
more success in this round of 
applications - worth £900 million 
- having failed to capture a single penny 
of RGF funding in the first phase. 

KCC bosses said they had been 
working hard to secure RGF cash. 

Economic strategy manager Ross 
Gill wrote in a KCC agenda: "At present, 
work is under way to develop an 
RGF-funded programme containing 
elements of direct financial support 
for business in east Kent, alongside 
improvements to the area's transport 
infrastructure." 

Bids will be considered against 
criteria of private-sector job creation, 
deliverability and commercial leverage. 

The deadline for applications is 
Thursday, June 30. 


HUGH Lowe farms has won its 
second sports contract of the 
summer. The Mereworth company, 
which provides strawberries 
for thousands of tennis fans at 
Wimbledon each year, has now been 
chosen to supply strawberries and 
raspberries at the Open golf 
championship. 

Owner Marion Regan said: “Having 
the Open here in Kent is an honour in 


itself, and supplying the event with 
our strawberries and raspberries 
means we can ensure all visitors 
enjoy a genuine taste of Kent.” 

Hugh Lowe Farms - started by 
Marion’s great-grandfather 118 
years ago - employs 41 full-time and 
some 450 seasonal harvesting staff. 

The Open takes place at Royal St 
George’s Golf Club near Sandwich 
next month.

Recruitment rise 
across the region 

THE region’s recent recruitment 
resurgence continues to gather pace - 
rising to pre-recession Levels, according 
to a new study. 

The Tracking UK Recruitment report 
suggests employment across the South 
East went up from 8 per cent in Q4 
2010 to 21 per cent in Q12011. 

The number of firms operating under 
a recruitment freeze also fell from 17 
to 13 per cent during the same period. 

The study was carried out by 
staffing agency Barclay Meade, which 
interviewed business-owners and 
managers across the UK to gauge their 
growth plans for the coming year. 

Director Anton Roe said: "The report 
indicates that employers may be 
moving on to a period of rebalancing 
and gradual growth. While the region’s 
businesses expect the rising cost of 
fuel to have a negative impact on 
recruitment over the next year, the 
majority of the region's firms remain 
cautiously optimistic about business in 
2011, suggesting an increasing level of 
confidence among employers."

KENT companies have just a few days Left to try 
to get their hands on some of the second slice 
of the Government’s £1.4 billion growth pot as 
the deadline for Regional Growth Fund (RGF) 
applications for a portion of the £900 wedge is 
Thursday, June 30. 

After this date, RGF panel chairman Michael 
Fleseltine will sit down with his team to divide the 
cash between the most deserving requests from 
the UK’s most economicalLy-deprived areas. 

Let’s just hope bids from Kent do better out of 
the second round of funding then those submitted 
in the first £450 miLLion round, which faiLed to 
secure a singLe penny in Government growth cash. 

The whole region was snubbed, with just one 
out of the 17 applications submitted by firms in 
the whole of Kent, Essex and East Sussex (lumped 
together into the region’s unnecessarily large Local 
Enterprise Partnership) successfully obtaining RGF 
money. The majority of the Government’s funding 
was thrown at the north, and to a degree that is 
understandable, but to totally reject Kent’s bids 
was difficult to comprehend. 

I am aLL in favour of re-energising stuttering 
economic areas such as Yorkshire, Flumberside 
and the North East, but it shouLd not be done to the 
detriment of this county. 

Kent needs investment to protect and support 
the county’s businesses, enabLing them to remain 
competitive, not onLy with counterparts in the UK 
but with European rivals.

Be ready to let your staff tune 
in to the tennis extravaganza 



GAME, SET, MATCH: Tune into Wimbledon or your staff might do secretly anyway 


EMPLOYERS are being encouraged to 
serve up a slice of Wimbledon to their 
workforce. 

Official tournament figures revealed 
that more than seven million people 
tuned in to watch Scotland’s Andy Mur¬ 
ray crash out at the semi-final stage last 
year - losing in straight sets to Rafael 
Nadal - despite the match taking place 
in the middle of the working day. 

Furthermore, 6.8 million people 
watched matches live online, mainly at 
their desk during office hours, through¬ 
out the tournament. 

Despite the obvious interest, a poll 
conducted by the Chartered Institute 
of Personnel and Development (CIPD) 
shows that the vast majority of employ¬ 
ers across the UK (86 per cent) said that 
they would not allow employees time 
off to watch Murray’s pursuit of the 
Wimbledon title. 

Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
chief executive Jo James urged bosses to 
have a re-think. 

“ Wimbledon is a gre at British sporting 
occasion, which captures the nation’s 
attention for two weeks of the year,” 
she said. “Employees following some 
of the nail-biting action at work, either 
at their computers or on TV screens 


around the office, can help build team 
spirit and morale across the workplace. 
We know that when employers enable 
flexibility at work, employees are more 
likely to go the extra mile. 

“Depending on business needs, em¬ 
ployers may choose to screen matches, 
perhaps asking people to make up the 
time afterwards. However, whether 
they allow staff to tune in or not, the 
policy should be clearly communicated.” 

TV Licensing bosses said businesses 
should check their licences ahead of the 
start of the summer of sport. 


South East spokesman Rose Beynon 
said: “It’s fascinating to see how many 
people are now watching live online, 
on traditional TV sets or even in 3D. 
We want to make sure anyone watch¬ 
ing TV in the workplace is aware they 
need to be correctly licensed to do so. 

“Employers might assume if they 
don’t have a TV, they don’t need to 
worry, but online streaming of live pro¬ 
grammes means more businesses need 
to be covered. Businesses should check 
if they need a licence or risk a court case 
and a fine.” 


Airport joins calls for ‘congestion charging’ 


MANSTON has joined 
forces with other regional 
airports in calling for the 
Government to implement 
a ‘congestion charge' on 
Gatwick, Heathrow and 
Stansted. 

The proposal would see 
these busy London airports 
pay a higher level of Air 
Passenger Duty (APD) than 
their smaller counterparts 
across the country. 

Currently, APD is set at a 
flat fee for all airports. 

Manston chief executive 
Charles Buchanan said: "The 
Government should provide 
economic incentives to

encourage airlines to move 
out of the congested London 
airports, and importantly to 
make better use of those 
where capacity is available. 
"If passengers and airlines 


want to fly out of airports 
which are congested, then 
they should pay a premium 
for doing so, just as 
motorists pay a premium to 
drive in central London." 

Manston and its partners, 
including Liverpool, 
Manchester and Newcastle, 
argue that they are 
disproportionately affected 
by APD, at a time when 
they are best placed to help 
the Government fulfil its 
commitment to constrain 
the growth of the congested 
airports by not building 
additional London runways. 

Buchanan said: “With no 


new passenger capacity in 
London for the foreseeable 
future, we would urge 
the Government to look 
at creative solutions to 
make best use of the 
infrastructure we have. 

"The development and 
increased utilisation of 
airports such as Manston 
would truly deliver its 
aspirations for 'Better, not 
Bigger' airports." 

The top rate of APD is 
eight times the average of 
other countries in Europe. 
APD has been scrapped in 
countries such as Belgium, 
Denmark and Malta. 


Wristbands enable contactless technology 



SECURITY specialists ID&C 
provided state-of-the-art 
wristbands for VIP guests at 
the Isle of Wight festival. 

The Tunbridge Wells 
firm provided celebs with 
the UK’s first pre-paid 
contactless payment 
wristband. 

The PayPass gadgets, 
pre-loaded with £30, 
allowed the wearer to buy 
food and drink with a simple 
tap of the wrist. 

ID&C operations director 
Steve Daly said: "It's the 
simplicity which make 
contactless wristbands 
so attractive to festival 


organisers and punters alike. 

"The opportunity to work 
on this groundbreaking 
project at one of the UK's 
most established festivals 
has been fantastic and the 


results have revealed how 
contactless wristbands can 
enhance user experience." 

Isle of Wight festival 
director John Giddings said: 
"Festivals are all about a 


shared experience-the 
music, bands, food and drink 
all add to the atmosphere. 

"New innovations such 
as this do, too. I'm proud 
to have pioneered the 
wristbands at this festival." 

ID&C has supplied 
security wristbands for 
UK festivals including 
Glastonbury and Kent's own 
Hop Farm event.

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Developing opportunities for themselves 


THE MJ Allen Group of Compa¬ 
nies has found a way of mak¬ 
ing the most of its position as a 
small fish in a big pond. 

The Ashford firm, which 
designs, casts and machines a 
wide range of large high-spec 
metallic items, has struck a 
deal with Ford to produce a 
line-fit all-wheel-drive trans¬ 
mission system. 

The deal sees MJ Allen re¬ 
ceive a double dose of income 
from the automotive giant; 
firstly by producing specialist 
parts and secondly by way of a 
licence fee per unit. 

Managing director Tim Al¬ 
len, son of founder Mike, said 
he was keen to establish similar 
deals with other multi-national 
conglomerates. 

He will give an insight at 
Archant KOS Media’s Busi¬ 
ness Week Live event at Dover 
Cruise Exhibition Centre in 
October into how the firm won 
the lucrative Ford contract. 

Allen’s lecture, entitled 
‘punch above you weight and 
win international business’, 
chronicles the company’s 
seven-year struggle to bring its 
off-road transmission idea into 
fruition. 

When asked about the 
message of the speech, Al¬ 
len said: “It’s about getting 
into bed with large companies 
but not losing your identity 
or your IPR. It’s about using a 
big brother to push your busi¬ 
ness along. 

“Businesses should realise 
that the big companies will 
work with them. All they need 
to do is look for the niche in the 
market and be very patient and 
very persistent. 

“If you can see a gap in the 
market that the large compa¬ 
nies have not yet addressed, 
why not take it to them and 
say this is something you can 
add to your range and I can 
design it, make it and give it to 
you to sell?” 

MJ Allen spent seven years 
developing the part, at a cost of 
some £1 million. 

Despite the large initial out¬ 
lay - and the potential risk of 
being unable to recoup this 
cash - Allen said he was con¬ 
fident product design, rather 
than the firm’s traditional sub¬ 
contract route of income, was 
the way forward. 

“We had wanted to go down 
this road for some time as it’s 
something we felt would help 
us reach a wider audience,” 
he said. 

“For a relatively small com¬ 
pany like us to go to Ford and 
have them accept our design 
and add it to their range is 
pretty good going, in our view. 

“As the units are too small in 
volume for Ford to bother with 
in-house, they have agreed to 
let us design, prototype and 


The BIG Interview 

Managing director Tim Allen is 
ready to share his experience of 
punching above his weight when 
he visits Business Week Live, 
but first he tells us about how 
this ‘Little fish' made it big 
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manufacture components for 
the transmissions for them. 

“We took the decision to 
have a licence fee, rather than 
a one-off development fee, and 
that has proved a wise choice 
as we’re currently doing 70-80 
units per week. 

“We’re now looking to do 
more of the same and continue 
to develop our own products. 

“We like being a sub¬ 
contractor, but it’s a far more 
precarious position to be in 
as there’s always competition 
and you’re only as good as 
your last order. 

“So I’m very interested in 
putting through the business 
products that will use our skill 
set. I’m looking at developing 
products that have casting ap¬ 
plications and other machining 
applications, to keep us busy 
on site, and then also maintain 
the IPR.” 

Allen’s focus on innovation 
helps protect income against 
competition from rival firms in 
the north as well as Europe. 

The managing director said: 
“There are companies like us 
that carry out the bigger, more 
added-value work as opposed 
to the mass volume work seen 
in India and China. 

“There are firms in Poland, 
for example, that are very good 
at the same work we do and 
we’re finding that where we’re 
selling to a place like Germany, 
it can be just as easy for them to 
go east into Poland as it is to go 
west to us. 

“The thing that makes us dif¬ 
ferent from other companies 
is that we’re a one-stop shop 
- we can take a product from 
the design stage through to 
the finished article and we can 
do it all on one site. That saves 
money and it saves time. 

“A lot of people can only do 
the foundry work or the ma¬ 


chining. And those that can do 
both don’t tend to go as large 
as we do. 

“It’s quite unusual for any¬ 
one else to go as large as we do, 
particularly with aluminium 
and bronze. 

“We’re positioned at the 
high end of the market because 
we’ve found the harder the job 
is to do, the fewer there are bat¬ 
tling for the contract. 

“It’s all about finding that 
niche.” 

This niche has helped main¬ 
tain Allen’s huge interest in the 
company. 

“The variety is the best part 
of the job,” he said. 

“We don’t know what you’re 
going to be making next. It 
could be a part on an engine 
for a huge ship or something 
extremely decorative. 

“We’ve recently won a con¬ 
tract in Morocco to make some 
decorative panels for a palace. 

“Because we’re not restrict¬ 
ed by what we can cast - we 
can work with bronze, alu¬ 
minium and bronze on site and 
pour up to two tonnes - we can 
work pretty much across all 
industries.” 

The company, established by 
his father Mike in 1958, now 
employs 240 people across 
five sites and boasts an annual 
turnover of £2 6 million. 

Despite its financial success¬ 
es, Allen said he was keen to 
maintain the family ethos his 
father had created. 

“It’s very informal here with 
a relaxed, open-door policy,” 
he said. “We have a very flat 
structure - it’s me, a manager 
and then the shop floor. 

“We’re also deliberately nep- 
otistic - I’m an example of that 
- and have lots of fathers and 
sons here and even a couple of 
married couples. 

“That’s very much the way 


we operate, in an informal fam¬ 
ily atmosphere. 

“We’re a cluster of small 
companies, so there’s nothing 
so big you get lost in it, every¬ 
one’s on first-name terms. 

“I’m sure this wasn’t plan¬ 
ned, it was more of an evolu¬ 
tionary thing and just how it 
came about. 

“Having said that, it’s what 
we’re used to. I’m sure we’ve 
developed some bad habits, but 
we’ll jealously guard the good 
ones.”

Be prepared 
when it comes 
to social media 


BUSINESSES are being urged 
to adopt a formal social-media 
policy to avoid falling foul of 
Facebook and Twitter-related 
legal disputes. 

The advice was offered by 
Bluefin Insurance Services 
following a rise in the number 
of social-media-related employ¬ 
ment tribunals. 

The firm’s Peter Castle said: 
“As social media has become 
increasingly popular, there has 
also been a sharp rise in cases 
of employee misuse of this tech¬ 
nology. In particular, many 
businesses and employees are 
not clear about the rules gov¬ 
erning when and where em¬ 
ployees can use social media, 
which can lead to problems. 

“There have been several 
recent cases where employees 
have successfully argued that 
any attempt to restrict their 
activities outside of the work¬ 
place breaches their right to 
a private life as conferred by 
European human rights legisla¬ 
tion. Many businesses without 
a social-media policy could fall 
foul of this, leading to financial 
and reputational damage.” 

The risks of social media are 
highlighted by a number of 
recent tribunal cases.

IMPROPER USE: Clear policies

In one example, an employ¬ 
ee was dismissed for filming a 
fight in a company warehouse 
and posting the incident on 
YouTube. However, because 
the video was only viewed 
eight times and there was no 
loss to the company as a result 
of the incident, the dismissal 
was found to be unfair. 

In a second case, an employ¬ 
ee was sacked for breaching 
company policy after posting 
comments about customers 
on Facebook. Although the 
employee’s actions took place 
away from work, the tribunal 
found that the employee’s ac¬ 
tions were likely to bring about

define clearly what 
actions would constitute 
misconduct.

■ Be clear that your 
policies apply to all 
employees and cover their 
behaviour in the office and 
at home insofar as social 
networking is used in 
relation to the business

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Success for 
social care 
apprentices 

A GROUP of eight young apprentices employed 
through a pilot social care scheme have been 
congratulated for completing their first nine 
months. 

The Kent County Council-run programme was 
designed to provide an introduction to the social 
care sector, with each of those signed up gaining 
a qualification from K College. 

A presentation of certificates took place 
during the Kent Community Care Association 
conference at the Hilton hotel, Maidstone, 
earlier this month. 

The successful apprentices were Pearl lanson 
from Maidstone, Scott Matthews from Dartford, 
Matthew Mills from Sittingbourne, Rachael 
Black from Medway, Amie Stillwell from 
Ramsgate, Lania Benson from Margate, Kerry 
Williams from Herne Bay, and Chloe Curd from 
Maidstone. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, KCC cabinet member 
for adult social care, said: "It is easy to underes¬ 
timate the vital contribution all those working in 
social care make to their community. 

"Our ageing population means there is a grow¬ 
ing need for people working in social care - from 
nursing care to people's own homes, and from 
older people to those with learning disabilities. 

"Through an apprenticeship scheme such as 
this one, young people can get an idea of what 
social care is about and make decisions about 
whether it is a career they want to pursue. 

"These young people are taking up jobs in 
social care and pursuing further studies in the 
sector, which is good news. I encourage more 
young people to look at careers in this area." 

The apprentices started work in early October 
last year and had a two-week induction before 
joining their host companies in the middle of the 
month.

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Federation leads bid 
for growth fund cash

SMALL businesses across 
Kent and Medway are being 
asked to support a £5 million 
Government funding bid 
by showing their support for 
apprenticeships. 

The Federation of Small 
Businesses (FSB) has teamed 
up with councils in Kent, East 
Sussex, Essex, Norfolk and Suf¬ 
folk to put together a bid for the 
second phase of the Regional 
Growth Fund. 

If successful, businesses 
across the five counties could 
benefit from about 2,000 new 
apprenticeships as part of a 
drive to cut unemployment 
and boost skills. 

But Kent and Medway FSB 
chairman Roger House said 
the scheme was reliant on sup¬ 
port from SMEs. 

He said: “The aim is to pro¬ 
vide a £2,500 subsidy for each 
new apprenticeship position 
within eligible businesses, 
which is roughly equivalent to 
six months’ basic salary for an 
apprentice. 

“If this application is to be 
successful then we need data 
from local firms for inclusion in 
the submission - which has to 
reach the Secretary of State by 
Friday, July 1 - which is why 
we are asking them to complete 
a short 10-question survey. 

“We need as many business¬ 
es as possible to complete this 
short survey so we can make 
sure we are aiming to create 
the right numbers of appren¬ 
ticeships in the right sectors 
and in the right geographical 
areas.” 

The Regional Growth Fund 
is a £1.4bn pot which aims to 
support programmes that le¬ 
ver private sector investment, 
creating economic growth and 
sustainable employment. 

It aims particularly to help 
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those areas and communities 
currently dependent on the 
public sector to make the tran¬ 
sition to sustainable growth led 
by the private sector. 

Mr House said the FSB would 
be working with two Local En¬ 
terprise Partnerships (LEPs) in 
submitting the application - 
the Kent, Essex and East Sussex 
LEP, and the New Anglia LEP. 

He added: “Our application 
is unique in bringing together 
business and five local author¬ 
ity partners, but that makes 
the application even more 
powerful due to the economies 
of scale that are possible. 

“We believe it can deliver 
real success, especially for our 
young people, our businesses 
and our economy, by creating 
skilled staff in key industries, 
which is exactly why the LEPs 
were formed.”

Vaccines take fast effect 


Joe Bill talks to the indie rockers’ guitarist Freddie 
Cowan about the band’s rise to fame and living the 
dream on the circuit ahead of Lounge On The Farm

T HE last 12 months have 
seen the meteoric rise of 
one of the most exciting 
bands to come out of the 
UK in years. 

Indie rockers The 
Vaccines have released their debut 
album, toured America, had their 
music used in a number of television 
adverts and are now steeling 
themselves for a long stint on the 
hectic summer-festival circuit. 

The group head to Kent’s own 
Lounge On The Farm in July. 

Speaking from Spain’s Balearic 
islands, guitarist Freddie Cowan told 
how the whirlwind year had been 
exactly what the band had worked 
for. “We have been so busy that we 
haven’t really had time to look back 
at what has happened,” he said. 

“We’re just taking it day by day, 
really, and trying to survive. I mean, 
we played Majorca Rocks last night, 
Ibiza Rocks tonight, we have three 
flights tomorrow just to get to 
Helsinki for another festival. It’s crazy. 

“You get out what you put in. Like 
anything else, the harder you work, 
the more fun you have.” 

With their album What Did You 
Expect From The Vaccines? reaching 
number four in the UK charts, 
the group have rocketed into the 
spotlight during 2011. 

The four-piece outfit formed just 
two years ago, setting off a roller¬ 
coaster ride that has been a dream 
come true for Cowan and the lads. 

He said: “We have just been on 
tour with the Arctic Monkeys in 
America, which was our first big 
headline tour before the summer 
festivals. 

“America is no different to the UK 
- it’s just about eight months behind 
in music, so people are just starting to 
hear about us over there. 

“The response has been fantastic. 
We had a performance on the 


David Letterman show, which was 
kind of like the equivalent of Jools 
Holland. We also did our first in-store 
performance in LA and ended up 
signing more autographs there than 
we did here in HMV in London. ” 

With festivals now playing a big 
part in most bands’ tour plans, it 
is no surprise that the new kids on 
the block booked themselves into 
a number of top events, including 
the Isle of Wight Festival and 
Glastonbury. 

Cowan, whose older brother Tom 
is singer in breakthrough band The 
Horrors, has been keen on getting in 
on the act. 

He said: “Since I was a kid I 
have always had a dream of doing 
the festivals circuit and it hasn’t 
disappointed me whatsoever. 

“There are always amazing 
backstage areas where you can hang 
out with other bands and meet your 
heroes - it’s fantastic. 

“The first one I ever went to was 
the Reading Festival in 2003, to see 
The Strokes with my brother, and 
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The first one I went to 
was Reading in 2003,

eight years on we are both playing 
together at a festival on the same 
day.” 

The group are looking forward to 
their stint at the Merton Farm event, 
although they are not immune to a 
little winding up... 

“Really, there will be sheep on 
stage? OK! Well, actually, when I was 
in my first-ever band we were playing 
a really tiny festival called Hollow 
Log for only 500 people. 

“This dog just wandered up on 
stage and bit our drummer’s leg. It 
was attacking the drummer during 
our set. 

“So I don’t know how I feel about 
having animals on stage, but I’m sure 
a sheep wouldn’t be as bad as that.” 


One of Cowan’s heroes will also be 
performing at the Canterbury gig, the 
lead guitarist from 90s Britpop band 
Blur. 

“Its going to be amazing - Graham 
Coxon is one of the greatest British 
guitarists ever,” he said. 

“Blur were completely original and 
individual. He is a true Brit and it will 
be an honour to play on the same 
stage as he has.” 

Despite releasing four singles from 
their debut album, including the 
hugely popular If You Wanna, The 
Vaccines are not averse to festival 
tradition and covering someone else’s 
songs live on stage. 

“If we have friends and musicians 
from other bands who have ideas, it 


is good to get them on with us,” said 
Cowan. “We did it in New York with 
a good friend from the band Minor 
Threat and it worked really well.” 

Cowan also dropped in that there 
was going to be a new single coming 
out during the summer but could 
divulge no more. 

With Graham Coxon, Ellie 
Goulding, The Streets, Echo & The 
Bunnymen and Example all on the 
bill, The Vaccines are sure to get the 
festival experience they worked so 
hard to achieve.

V OTERS living in Sittingbourne’s 

Grove ward were presented with an 
interesting list of names when they 
went to the polls in May. 

Interesting not because of who 
the candidates were, what they 
stood for or for which party they represented, 
but because all six of them - Ian Davison, 
Duncan Dewar-Whalley, Bernard Lowe, Gareth 
Randall, Richard Raycraft and Peter Wilson 
-were men. 

But while such an all-male popularity contest 
may cause some raised eyebrows, it isn’t all 
that unusual an occurrence in Swale, Kent, or 
indeed the rest of the UK. 

According to a study of 3,500 seats across the 
country at the last set of local elections, there 
was a net increase of just 20 women council¬ 
lors. And at the present rate it will be more than 
150 years before there are equal numbers of 
men and women elected. 

Nan Sloane, director of the Centre for Women 
and Democracy, says this represents a “demo¬ 
cratic deficit” that undermines the legitimacy of 
decisions made in council chambers around the 
country. 

“This is shocking and goes against all the 
rhetoric we hear so often about the need for 
more women in public life,” she said. 

“Since more than 90 per cent of councillors 
belong to one of the big three parties, their can¬ 
didate recruitment processes are key. 

“In a genuinely representative democracy 
women would not be regarded as an added 
extra. They’re 51 per cent of the population, 
they’re more likely to be both the users and the 
providers of local services, and they pay equal 
taxes. 

“It is high time they were equally 
represented.” 

Of the 14 councils in Kent - including Kent 
County Council - there are a total of 724 elected 
members, of which just 197 (27 per cent) are 
female. 

Tonbridge and Mailing council 
is the best represented with 3 6 per 
cent of its 5 3 councillors women, 
while KCC is by far and away the 
worst with just 14 out of 84 (17 
per cent) being members of the 
fairer sex. 

The figure is not much higher 
back in Swale, with only 11 
women having a spot in the 
council’s 47-seat chamber. Not 
that it bothers Tory council leader 
Cllr Andrew Bowles, who makes it 
clear that ability is more impor¬ 
tant to him than gender. 

“I wouldn’t say I’m particularly concerned,” 
he said. “I tend to think of our councillors as 47 
individuals who all bring their own particular 
skills and abilities to the council. 

“I really couldn’t care less if they were male, 
female, black, white, disabled or whatever. It’s 
about what they bring to the council and their 
abilities, both as a member of the council in 
terms of decision-making and as a representa¬ 
tive of their ward, that I value more than gender 
or anything else.” 

According to the study by the Centre for 
Women and Democracy, there were 318 wards 
out of the sample of 3,500 where all the main 
three party candidates were male - 14 times as 
many as the 22 wards where all the candidates 
were female. 

The organisation is calling for closer monitor¬ 
ing of elections to ensure there is a diverse range 
of candidates, but Cllr Bowles said he was happy 
with the way things were. 

“I very strongly wouldn’t want to artificially 
change things in terms of quota or what have 
you because it is difficult enough to attract the 
right calibre of people to stand,” he said. 

“If you start excluding people because 
you’ve got enough male councillors, or enough

people over 50, or enough people who live in a 
detached house, then you won’t still manage to 
find the right calibre of people who can run the 
council for its residents.” 

Of the remaining local authorities in Kent, 
only Sevenoaks, Thanet, Canterbury and Dover 
have councils made up of more than 30 per cent 
women. 

Away from KCC, Ashford council has the low¬ 
est figure at 21 per cent followed by Shepway 
(22) andDartford (23). 

There are also very few women in positions of 
power, with not a single council led by a female. 

But while the figures speak for themselves, 
they do not answer the question as to why there 
are so few women representing their communi¬ 
ties as councillors. 

The Centre for Women and Democracy, the 
Fawcett Society, the Hansard Society and the 
Electoral Reform Society, have joined together 
to form the Counting Women In campaign to 
address the lack of women in politics. 

But judging by the views of Cllr Jill Anderson, 
who has served as a Conservative member of 
Tonbridge and Mailing council for the past 21 
years, the partnership has a job on its hands in 
changing the way things are. 


“I think the time constraints are such that if 
a woman is trying to bring up a family then it 
would be rather difficult,” she said. “They have 
their hands full with so many other things that 
they just can’t spare the time for council meet¬ 
ings and other commitments. 

“I didn’t have to go to work so I was one of 
those lucky people who could stay at home 
when my children were young. It must be a 
nightmare for people who are working as well 
as being a councillor; I just don’t know how 
they do it. I don’t think I could have done it. 

“Being a councillor is not just a hobby you 
can take up and drop when you feel like it. It’s 
pretty much a full-time job, and a lot of women 
just don’t have the time.” 

Cllr Anderson added that she did not think 
it mattered how many men or women sat on a 
council, and that it was how they did their jobs 
that was most important. 

She said: “I don’t think of my job as being 
there to represent men or women; I think of it as 
representing all members of the community. 

“I know how to raise the problems men raise, 
as well as the problems women raise, because 
they’re the same problems. I don’t think sex 
comes into it at all. ”

Village hotel that was 
a favourite of the stars

BELTINGE at the end of the 19 th 
century was little more than a 
hamlet on the parish boundaries 
of Reculver and Herne. 

Around the turn of the cen¬ 
tury Thomas Dence and a Her¬ 
bert Edward Ramsey began 
the development of Beltinge 
by selling plots of farmland for 
building, and the 1907 map of 
the area shows a building that 
was probably The Miramar. 

The dwelling was turned 
into a guest house, probably in 
1923, and in the years before 
World War Two Beltinge be¬ 
came a popular place for actors 
to live or holiday. 

Actresses Phyllis and Zena 
Dare lived in the area, and the 
well known actress Dame Gla¬ 
dys Cooper war a regular visi¬ 
tor to their home. 

Comic actor William Henry 
Berry, had a cottage on The Lees, 
and artist Austen Bowen, who 
drew the Pip Squeak and Wilfred 
cartoon strip for the Daily Mirror 
lived in Seaview Road. 

Dover-born actor Fred 
Wright Jnr is listed as living 
at the Miramar for at least 10 
years until 1920. 

As Beltinge was on higher 
ground from the surround¬ 
ing area it was considered 
a healthy place to be. There 
were convalescent homes, and 
the area was described as the 
“Cliftonville of Herne Bay”. A 
medical report referred to it as 
the “finest natural sanatorium 
in the south of England”. 

Some time between 1907 
and 1939 extra buildings were

added to make the complex 
known as the Miramar Hotel. 

Pictures of the Miramar sug¬ 
gest its success was due to in¬ 
creased car ownership and the 
popularity of motoring sight¬ 
seeing excursions with stops 
for refreshments. The interior 
was remembered for its impos¬ 
ing entrance staircase, large 
inglenook fireplace and dark 
wood panelling. 

A memory of the Miramar 
area just before 1939: “Just af¬ 
ter Lismore Road came the row 
of private garages belonging to 
the Miramar Hotel. They had a 
neat concrete forecourt before 
a green lawn at the side of Co- 
nyngham Road. 

“The Miramar was then 
prospering as a hotel. The brick 
pillars at either side of the two 
drive in, drive out entrances 
were topped with large white 
glass globes and there were 
small trees growing against the 
wall which bordered the road. 

“Behind the main hotel build¬ 
ing was a large well maintained 


lawn, then after an access road¬ 
way came a pair of tennis courts 
behind which was about 20 me¬ 
tres or so to the cliff edge.” 

It has been widely suggested 
that bouncing bomb creator 
Barnes Wallis stayed at the Mi¬ 
ramar while secret bomb trials 
were taking place at Reculver 
in preparation for the Dam- 
busters raid on the Ruhr dams 
in May, 1943. 

No evidence of this seems 
to be forthcoming, however 
Herne Bay and district was in 
a 10-mile exclusion zone dur¬ 
ing the war, and the area was 
evacuated. Empty buildings 
were requisitioned for billets 
for the many troops stationed 
in the area. 

It is likely there were military 
staying in the Miramar although 
whether they were involved in 
Dambuster trials is unknown. 

Here are some war memories 
of the hotel: “The Miramar car 
park and garages were used by 
the Army and it was there that 
Bren Gun Carriers and Mortar 
Carriers were prepared for D- 
Day landings by having their 
engines waterproofed and their 
white stars painted on.” 

“The local Special Constables 
during their patrol checked in 
on the Miramar bar on a night¬ 
ly basis before proceeding to 
the Rising Sun to do likewise.” 

After the war the electoral 
Register for the Miramar lists 
eight residents, seven women 
and one man - it is possible they 
were staff members living in at 
the hotel which was resuming its 
normal activities after the war. 

The hotel was finally demol¬ 
ished in December, 2010.

Dunkerley’s success is all 
down to winds of change 


I AN DUNKERLEY has come a long way 
since helping out as a 14-year-old in a fish- 
and-chip shop. After training at Thanet 
College, he worked in top London kitchens, 
became head chef at The Woolpack in 
Chilham, managed hotels and has even 
presented cooking shows on cruise ships. 

So when he and his wife, Linda, bought a 
small cafe on Deal seafront, they knew they 
could turn it into something special. 

Ian said: “We bought the Pegasus cafe in 
1987 and ran it for a season, it slowly evolving 
into something more upmarket with our 
personality. 

“Then we had the hurricane and the roof was 
ripped off. As we were repairing it, we thought 
this was the time to improve things and we 
have continued to do that for 24 years.” 

The work meant converting the building to 
include hotel rooms and a larger kitchen. The 
result was Dunkerley’s. Then in 1997 the Pier 
Hotel next to the restaurant came up for sale 
and Ian saw a new opportunity. 

He said: “It was in need of some attention. We 
purchased it and created a bistro with a separate 
kitchen and more relaxed atmosphere.” 

The expansion meant 10 more rooms could 
be added to the hotel, but Ian always knew the 
key to success was the quality of the dining 
experience. 

He said: “We have never forgotten our roots. 
Our motto is ‘Come for dinner; stay for 
breakfast’. We have two rosettes from the AA, 
we are in the Michelin guide and we maintain 
those standards.” 

Ian created a menu that took advantage of 
Deal’s greatest asset: the sea. 

“We are extremely lucky here. We have 
wrecks just offshore where lobsters are fished by 
the local fishermen. We have a great 
fishmonger who has access to boats from Deal, 
Ramsgate and Hythe. We get a great cross- 
section of fresh fish, like bass, cod, brill, turbot 
and Dover sole. These days sole is expensive, but 
the classics are still very popular. 

“A sixteen-ounce Dover sole cooked properly

will always be a big hit,” he said. 

The Dunkerley’s menu also caters for meat- 
lovers and vegetarians, but the fish continually 
adds to the variety. Skate, plaice, mackerel, 
oysters and scallops come with the seasons. 

Ian said: “You have to be careful with fish 
that you enhance a great base ingredient and 
don’t mask it. Thirty years ago the fashion for 
sauces used to be a lot heavier. These days the 
trend is to have straight stock reductions for fish 
and meat. The sauces are richer in natural 
ingredients but much lighter in texture.” 

In tough economic times, Ian and Linda have 
always invested in the future and Deal’s location 
has been a good place to ride out the storm. 


Ian said: “The Open golf championship really 
has a great spin-off effect for us because it puts all 
the golf courses near us on a pedestal. We attract 
a lot of golfers around the year and then we have 
the Christmas trade. Deal is also a lovely old 
seaside town, so we’re always full at weekends.” 

And although Ian does not spend as much 
time in the kitchen as he once did, his passion 
for food has never waned. 

The 56-year-old said: “I am not in the kitchen 
every day - Josh Hackett is my head chef- but I 
still have a lot of input. You have to love food to 
still be interested 40 years on. The race for 
quality does not have a finishing line.”

Close but no cigar for new kid on a busy block 


TANKERTON can be overlooked when 
it comes to the ever-increasing range of 
gourmet options five minutes down the 
road in Whitstable. 

But, as Jo Jo's can testify, you drive 
past at your peril. Jo Jo's developed 
its enviable reputation as the place to 
enjoy a spot of tapas while an outlet 
buried in Tankerton's old-style high 
street, next to the very un-gourmet 
environs of a fish-and-chip shop. 

But as its reputation grew, it moved 
down the road to occupy larger, and 
certainly more picturesque, surroundings, 
complete with the sea view. 

If Jo Jo's has demonstrated one 
thing, it is you need to be at the top of 
your game to make the location work. 

In truth, the jury may be out for the 
new Mediterranean kid on the block. 

Certainly it has a nice authentic ring 
to it when you arrive. The chef - Sicilian,

they are quick to point out - and many 
of the kitchen staff speak Italian, and the 
waitresses are extremely friendly and 
welcoming. The decor is modest yet 
appealing, with wooden furniture and a 
large bar allowing glimpses into the 


kitchen, the atmosphere on a quiet 
Monday night low-key. 

We ordered a bottle of a moderately 
entertaining Verdicchio - an Italian white 
(£17) - but a bowl of olives or some 
bread to graze on was nowhere to be 
seen until the starters arrived. 

And upon their arrival, much was 
indeed forgiven. I opted for the seared 
scallops (£7.95) - big, juicy and melting 
in the mouth. My partner went for the 
bruschetta with mushroom pate 
(£5.50). As an Italian classic, this was, 
it must be said, slightly disappointing - 
the bread not punching quite the 
required crunchy bite expected. 

The main course, however, was a fine 
offering. I had the polio pancetta ed 
parmiggiano - chicken stuffed with 
parmesan and pancetta and pesto 
sauce (£12.95). The meat was cooked 
to perfection and the accompanying 


vegetables helped create a fine meal. 

My partner went for the filetti di spigola 
con leniticchie - seabass fillet with puy 
lentils and lemon gremolata (£13.95). 
The fish was tasty and all thoughts of a 
disappointing starter vanished. There 
was just time to enjoy panforte choccolato 
- a traditional Italian dessert (£5.55) - 
and be a little alarmed at the lack of 
cheese on what masqueraded as the 
selection of Italian cheeses, which, at 
£5.55, was pushing it a tad. 

Which was a shame, because while it 
came close, ultimately it failed due to 
that lack of attention to detail - 
essential given the competition nearby.

T HIS is a pleasant and relaxing walk 
along one of the most picturesque 
stretches of the River Darent, 
following its banks through fields 
and copses. Enjoy easy walking 
with gentle slopes, an ideal route 
for all the family. 

After leaving the car park behind, follow the 
path through the gate towards the waymarked 
route to the river, with its waters swirling over 
the weirs. 

The river is a Kentish tributary of the River 
Thames. Its name is believed to be from a Celtic 
word meaning ‘river where oak trees grow’. 

Ponies graze on the open fields and sheep can 
be seen on the hillsides before you rejoin the 
river towards Farningham. Here the Lion Hotel 
- a popular haunt with generations of keen 
anglers, including the writer Charles Dickens 
- overlooks the river. 

The village flourished in the 18th century, 
when it was an important overnight stop on the 
coach road from London to the coast and its fine 
inns are still popular with both visitors and local 
residents. 

Just across the road from the Lion Hotel 
stands one of the finest mills in the valley. The 
corn-grinding stopped at this picture-book 
white-weatherboarded mill in 1900. Past 
residents at the Mill House have included the 
infamous Captain Bligh, who was in command 
of HMS Bounty when the notorious mutiny 
occurred in 1789. 

Fifteen years after the Bounty mutiny, he 
was appointed Governor of New South Wales in 
Australia, with orders to clean up the corrupt 
rum trade of the New South Wales Corps, 
resulting in the so-called Rum Rebellion. 

Cross over the town bridge and past the site of 
a former castle and medieval fairs - now Market 
Meadows, a village open space. Continue 
up the main street with its well-preserved 
stately Georgian houses and turn left just after 
Farningham House, opposite The Pied Bull 
public house, to follow the path back across the 
fields and along to the banks of the river. 

Keep an eye out for the wildlife that the area 
harbours. The yellow breasts of grey wagtails 
are regularly seen along this stretch of the river 
and numerous holes in the bank are the homes 
for small mammals such as water voles. 

Passing over the river to the eastern side 
you will return back to Horton Kirby village. 

The White House on the main street is a place 
of significance in the area. It was believed to 
have been the centre of a thriving smuggling 
business handling spirits and silks at the end of 
the 19 th and beginning of the 20th centuries.

Smith bought flowers from 
the temples each day to draw 
at her studio and visited the 
nearby fishing village to watch 
villagers repairing and making 
nets and offering temple 
flowers to the sea. 

Smith spent two hours a day 
making textile flowers from 
sari material. She continued 
this process back in the 
UK with help from friends 
and family for part of her 
installation.

For Honour 
And Fame 

Chivalry in England 
1066-1500 
By Nigel Saul 

The Bodley Head, £25 

THE author of this weighty 
tome traces the origins of the 
often-misunderstood cult of 
chivalry from the arrival of 
the Normans to the end of the 
Medieval era. 

Now, rather feebly, 
associated with holding 
open doors for women, the 
original idea was in many 
ways to ensure that casualties 
among the higher echelons of 
society were reduced during 
wartime. 

The Saxons seemed to love 
to cut off the heads off their 
opponents, but the Normans 
conceived the idea of offering 
mercy to vanquished foes - in 
exchange for property, money 
or an oath of loyalty. 

As the book says, “the 
appeal of combining financial 
gain with self-preservation” 
was attractive to all as the 
Anglo-Norman elite “softened 
and civilised the conduct 
of war”. 

Not, of course, that this 
was much good to you if you 
were a peasant fighting for his 
feudal lord. 

But chivalry began to 
permeate other forms of life 
- art, culture and the concept 
of “courtly love” with women, 
regarded as the fairer sex 
with attributes such as purity 
and loyalty. 

When Edward III routed the 
French forces at the Battle of 
Crecy, he praised the chivalric 
code which bound his warriors 
together by forming the Order 
of the Garter. 

But as knighthood began to 
decline in importance, 
and merchants, traders and 
clerics became of greater 
value to the existing society 
the concept, too, was reduced 
in its value. 

Later warfare in the Middle 
Ages increased in brutality 
as the armoured horseman 


was reduced in effectiveness 
by the longbowman and later 
gunpowder. 

Now enshrined in tradition 
from writer Geoffrey Chaucer’s 
“perfect, gentle knight” to the 
legends of King Arthur, the 
reality of chivalry has been 
illuminated vastly by this 
excellent work. 



Southern 
Steam Journey 

Volume 2 

By Rex Conway 

The History Press, £19.99 

REX Conway has written 
a series of books covering 
all the major areas of the 
country’s rail system in 
the age of steam. 

His latest covers the 
Southern region and, more 
specifically, the area of the 
South East stretching from 
Portsmouth in the west to 
Margate in the east. 

Conway takes us on 
his journey under the 
pretence of a group of railway 
enthusiasts in the 1950s 
keen to learn about the 
track, stations, railway 
works and, most importantly, 
the steam engines that worked 
their way up and down the 
mainlines to London and 
the branch lines to towns 
and villages. 

Conway’s journey must 
have taken place before 
Doctor Beeching got his hands 
- and indeed his axe of such 
notoriety - on the railway 
network as most of those 
branch lines were ripped up 
on his recommendation in the 
1960s in an attempt to 
make the railways profitable. 

The book is packed full of 
pictures of every conceivable 
type of steam train, from 
grand expresses with great 
names like The Golden Arrow 
to small Thomas the Tank-like 
shunters with more prosaic 
tags like ClassRl no.31010. 

There are also pictures 
of stations, turntables and 
viaducts for the fan. 

There is no denying this 
book is definitely one for 
the dedicated trainspotter, 
but for Kent readers it is of 


particular interest as the 
county’s old steam trains and 
railway lines make up a major 
part of its content. 


Ayrton Senna 

The Whole Story 

By Christopher Hilton 

Haynes, £9.99 

TO coincide with a new 
documentary feature-film 
about the legendary 
Brazilian racing-driver, 

Haynes has released this 
latest volume. 

Written by Christopher 
Hilton, it is an amalgamation 
of two of his earlier books 
on the three-time world 
champion, plus some new 
material and photos from 
Rainer Schlegelmilch. 

Senna was one of 
Formula One’s most 
exciting drivers. 

Fearless to the point of 
recklessness, he was one of 
the sport’s most successful 
champions. He also became a 
national icon for Brazil as its 
economy emerged from the 
third world into the first. 

The book covers his entire 
career from his early days in 
karting, through the initial 
open-wheeled classes to 
Formula 3 and FI. 

Senna began his Grand 
Prix career at Toleman-Hart 
in 1984. He made a big 
impression when he finished 
second in a wet Monaco race 
driving for the relatively 
inexperienced team. He moved 
to Lotus-Renault and then 
Mclaren-Honda, the team 
with which he had the most 
success and where he began 
his titanic struggle with team¬ 
mate Alain Prost. 

He was killed while driving a 
Williams-Renault car in 1994 
at the San Marino Grand Prix 
in Italy. 

Hilton’s book is one for the 
devoted Formula One fans, 
so people may want to seek 
it out after seeing the award¬ 
winning film. 

However, for a sport in 
which image plays such an 
important part, it is a shame 
the budget could not have run 
to a few more photographs.

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New MX-5 tops the Lot

MAZDA launched the original MX-5 here 
in 1990, ten years after initial sketches and 
decades after the classic British sports cars that 
inspired it. 

If gestation was protracted though, this 
famous roadster is proving to be long-lived. 

Now well into its third generation, the 
successful formula remains: front engine/ 
rear-wheel drive for best balance and handling, 
sporty short-throw gearshift, and Japanese 
reliability. 

There is already speculation that Mazda will 
further refine this in the next generation MX-5, 
by moving the engine more midships for even 
more balance, while also trimming weight - the 
latter being a philosophy that the Japanese 
sporting brand is applying across all its cars. 

Let’s hope the Mark IV model also carries 
over the twist that has made the current car 
even more desirable - the powered folding hard 
top version or ‘Roadster Coupe’ as tested here. 

Much as I love the soft top version (from 
£17,990), its secure all-seasons/all-weathers 
sister is something of a no-brainer option for a 
not unreasonable two grand premium. 

Since the latest MX-5 weighs little extra 
against the 1990 model, despite modern extras 
and safety/crash measures, the small weight 
penalty is also bearable - the Roadster Coupe 
carries just 3 7 kilos more than its soft-top 
sibling. 

Quite brilliantly, Mazda’s engineers have also 
ensured the hard top retracts behind the car’s 
seats without penalising boot space, although 
you lose two small lockers behind the seats. 

And this MX-5 drives as well as ever, with 
great poise on a winding road and good 
motorway refinement, although the MX-5 was 
always that rarity - a sports car to make light of 
long journeys. 

Hardly surprising then that the Roadster

Coupe version has taken off; Dartford-based 
Mazda UK expected a 50:50 sales split 
originally, only to see it edge closer to stealing 
70 per cent of all MX sales, with added security 
and no loss of boot space seen as the big draws 
for buyers. 

I still think the soft top edges it for looks when 
‘roof up’, especially with the optional removable 
hard top, although this costs an extra £1,600 
and wipes out much of the saving on a soft 
top against a Roadster Coupe and you have to 
manhandle that hardtop off and store it safely 
when not in use. 

But it’s too close to call in MX-5’s natural 
‘roof down’ environment - one that you must 
try on a bright yet crisp winter morning as often 
as any summer scorcher. 

Performance doesn’t matter then either, 
though the junior powertrain on our test car 
-the 125bhp 1.8-litre engine and five-speed 
‘box - needs a rather leisurely 9.9 seconds to hit 
62mph. 

There’s still enough power to prove that no 


other car delivers so much fun to the pound, 
but it might leave you yearning for the 159bhp 
2.0-litre flagship motor, offered with five or six 
speeds and able to lop a couple of seconds off the 
0-62mph figure. 

But it’s not all about speed, as the MX-5 race 
team is proving currently in a highly successful 
competition campaign. 

And no car summary is complete now 
without a nod to eco credentials - both engine 
options are good for an average of around 
40mpg, though how and why anyone would 
set out to achieve those in an opentop sport car 
is debatable. 

The current car cleverly echoes the classic 
Mark 1 inside, yet it’s a far cry from the 
original. All the modern comforts are here: 
body-hugging seats with good support, robust 
materials and switchgear, far more space than 
ever before and useful stowage. 

For a proper sports car it now demands little 
compromise on comfort and delivers more fun 
than ever.

Fish open to Hess reunion as 
defender plays waiting game

DEFENDER Matt Fish has not ruled out signing 
for Gillingham this summer after choosing to 
end his four-year spell with Dover Athletic. 

The 22-year-old was offered a new deal to stay 
at Dover at the end of the season, but has opted 
to leave the club, primarily to dedicate more time 
to his new business. It has opened the way to a 
move to Gillingham, a club the right-back has 
been linked with ever since manager Andy Hes- 
senthaler departed Crabble last May. 

Fish, however, was keen to point out that he 
has not been contacted by Hessenthaler, but said 
he would be “silly” to turn down an opportuni¬ 
ty to play in the Football League, if Gillingham 
came calling. 

He said: “Eve not really thought about clubs at 
the moment because I’ve just started a new busi¬ 
ness. I’ve not had calls from any League clubs, or 
Hessy. If he was to phone and say ‘come down’, I 
wouldn’t say no, but I’ll wait and see. 

“Obviously I’ve got ambitions to go into the 
League, that’s what I’ve always said I wanted to 
do, it’s just if it comes along, I’ve got to take the 
opportunity. 

“I’d be silly not to, if a League club phoned and 
then I wasn’t to go there and at least give it a try 
and put myself against players in that league.” 

Fish, who works as a a personal trainer in 
Croydon, was a regular fixture for the Whites 
as they won back-to-back promotions under 
Hessenthaler, but says the burden of travelling 
to Dover up to three times a week became too 
much. 

“I think my time had come, really [to leave 
Dover],” he said. “I’d been there four years and I 
was a bit sick of doing the travelling. I needed to 
cut my travelling hours down to pursue my job. 

“For me, though, it came down to looking at 
my commitments after I finish football.” 

A product of the Crystal Palace youth set-up, 
Fish signed for Dover in July, 2007, and spent 
most of his time with the Whites as an attacking 
full-back. His role changed slightly under man¬ 
ager Martin Hayes’ stewardship, although Fish

feels he departs Crabble a more rounded player. 

“We played a different system last year, more 
defensive, but I think that helped me, I think I 
grew up a little bit,” he said. 

“The last few years, I wanted to get my deals 
sorted out before I went away on holiday, but 
this year I’m quite comfortable with my work 
and money isn’t an issue. I’m not reliant on my 
football, so I’m happy to sit tight for a little bit 
and weigh up my options.” 


As for the squad he leaves behind, Fish will be 
keeping a close eye on Dover’s progress after a 
summer of ins and outs at Crabble. 

“If they keep Birchy [Adam Birchall], that’ll 
be a major plus,” he said. “They’ve lost a lot of 
good players, though, Jon Wallis, Rob Gillman, 
Ross Flitney and obviously myself. The core of 
the group has gone. 

“It depends how their home form is but if they 
get off to a good start, I think they’ll do alright.”

Wait goes on for new signings as Gills 
get back to work after summer break 


GILLINGHAM'S squad reconvene for pre¬ 
season training on Monday with no new 
faces expected to join in time for the first 
sessions. 

Joe Martin, who played for the club on 
non-contract terms last season, remains 
the only player to have signed this sum¬ 
mer, despite several weeks of talks with 
transfer targets. 

The club are hopeful of clinching at 
least one deal before their first friendly, 
against Ashford United next Saturday, but 
nothing has been agreed so far. 

Rumours linking the club with a move 
for Danny Kedwell, who has handed in a 
transfer request to AFC Wimbledon, per¬ 
sist but the League Two new boys will not 
allow their captain to leave on the cheap. 


Charlie Lee or Chris Whelpdale, who 
both spent time at Priestfield on loan last 
season, remain better bets. Gills boss 
Andy Hessenthaler has registered his 
interest in the pair, who have been transfer 
listed by Peterborough. Speculation over 
a deal for one or both increased with 
the news this week the Posh will play a 
friendly against Gillingham next month. 

With 13 games to play before the open¬ 
ing game of the League Two season, the 
Gills players will have no excuses about 
being under-prepared come August 6. 

The squad are starting back ahead of 
the usual start in July to make sure they 
are mentally and physically ready. 

Ian Hendon, Gillingham's assistant man¬ 
ager, said: "It gives us an extra week to get 


them back into it. We finished the season 
on a low note [missing out on the play¬ 
offs] and this makes sure they'll come 
back bright. I don't think there will be a 
hangover because there will be a lot of 
changes to the squad. The real hangover 
was last summer after relegation." 

The players have been expected to stay 
in shape during their summer break, or 
face the wrath of the coaching staff. 

Hendon said: "Listen, the players are not 
as naive as they used to be when I played. 

"You can't go on holiday, eat and drink 
what you want and not exercise. They 
were weighed when they left for the sum¬ 
mer and they’ll be weighed next week and 
if there are any discrepancies they will 
have some explaining to do."

I’d put my House 
or Thomas, says

A DUEL with cycling’s big guns Mark Cavendish 
and Bradley Wiggins is in store for a Kent rider 
looking to regain the National Road Race Cham¬ 
pionship (NRRC) jersey he won in 2009. 

Kristian House will line-up in a strong field 
which includes current white jersey holder Ge¬ 
raint Thomas and the rest of Team Sky for one of 
British cycling’s premier events of the year. 

Held in the village of Stamfordham in Newcastle 
on Sunday, the peleton will race around a 122.5- 
mile course which includes a seven per cent climb 
of the Ryals, which, considering it’s to be climbed 
three times, could prove a key ascent. 

House, born in Canterbury, put his name on 
the cycling map when he beat a star-studded 
field to win the national jersey two years ago. 

While he will be out to emulate that feat once 
again, he believes the course plays into the hands 
of the likes of Thomas, Cavendish and Wiggins, 
who will all be eager to take the white jersey into 


the Tour de France, which begins on July 2. 

“It’s not a terribly hard circuit, but it will be the 
racing that makes it hard,” House said. “There 
are a couple of hills in it but even someone like 
Cavendish can get over them so I reckon Caven¬ 
dish or Geraint Thomas for the win. I don’t think 
it will be a bunch kick, I think it will be a small 
group of eight to 10 riders as it usually does in 
this race, certainly in the last part.” 

With teams like HTC and Sky competing, 
along with House’s Rapha Condor Sharp, the 
national championship and the Tour of Britain 
are now two particularly strong races. 

“It’s a very strong field,” House said. “Last 
year was strong and so was the year before and I 
think it’s only going to get stronger. With teams 
like Sky and a few others that are on the up, it 
shows the strength of British cycling. 

“Some of the lesser pro teams have also been win¬ 
ning lately so it’s going to be a good race. The team 
goal will be to get someone on the podium and we 
will probably stick with that, but it’s a race and we 
will want to go and put in a good performance and

if that means you don’t get on the podium, but you 
had a good race, then that’s brilliant. 

“It doesn’t matter who the competition is, 
though, it’s a chance to race in the national 
championship and to win that jersey for a year. 

“Anyone who has won it before knows what 
that means and how brilliant it is and you are 
always going to want to win it again.” 

The 31-year-old goes into the race in good 
form and on the back of winning the yellow jer¬ 
sey at the Tour of South Africa earlier this year. 

The race begins at 1.30pm on Sunday.

Daish key to Fleet striker Willock 
signing deal at Stonebridge Road 


CALUM Willock hailed his 
working relationship with 
Ebbsfleet United manager 
Liam Daish as they key factor 
behind his decision to sign a 
new contract with the north 
Kent club this week. 

The striker plundered 26 
goals last season as the Fleet 
secured promotion back to 
Conference Premier. While 
the majority of Daish's squad 
penned new deals by the end 
of May, Willock's name was 
initially missing from the list, 
but he revealed a move away 
from Stonebridge Road was 


never in his thoughts. 

He said: "We had a few dis¬ 
cussions in the last few weeks 
and the manager made it clear 
he wanted me to stay. It’s 
great to hear that and I've got 
an idea I'll play quite a big part 
this season as well. I had an 
agent acting on my behalf and 
he told me there was interest 
[from other clubs] but I made 
it clear that, ideally, I wanted to 
stay at Ebbsfleet." 

Previously a Conference Pre¬ 
mier player with Stevenage, 
Crawley and Cambridge, the 
former Fulham and QPR man 


was a periperhal figure at each 
club and is now eager to prove 
himself in the division with 
Ebbsfleet. 

"Those were the times when 
I didn't really play much," he 
said. "I'd be in for one game 
and then out for three, so it 
was really frustrating. 

"Last season was probably 
the best I've had in the Last five 
or six years. It feels good to get 
back to the good old days. As 
a player, if you've got the reas¬ 
surance that if you're fit, you're 
going to play, everything else 
takes care of itself."

‘Plato losing his 
grip on the title’ 

COMING away from Croft last 
weekend, Matt Neal is still the 
man to beat at the top of the 
British Touring Car Championship (BTCC) 
after two wins and another points finish. 

You'd have thought that was all he 
needed and that he'd be comfortably in 
the lead now, but when you look at the 
points, he's only nine in front of Airwaves 
Racing's Mat Jackson, which is virtually 
nothing. 

Race one took place on a dampish track 
and Jackson took a gamble with the slick 
tyres on the front of his Ford Focus. The 
track was coming to him and he made up a 
huge amount of ground, but he just needed 
one more lap if he was going to pass Neal. 

Tyre choice is always a gamble. If you're 
starting at the front of the grid, you tend 
to take a conservative approach and if 
you're at the back, you'll take more of a 
risk. That choice comes down to the driver 
because he's got a feel for the conditions. 

He goes out on his out-lap and he can 
tell whether it's a gamble worth taking. 
Jackson wasn't the only one who did it, of 
course. Tom Onslow-Cole, James Nash 
and a few others did it, but they couldn't 
quite make it work. 

Realistically, the title is slipping away 
from Jason Plato now. If he doesn't 
maintain strong finishes, he's going to be 
out of this championship. It's not out of his 
hands, though, because he is still able to 
finish well, and he took pole position in the 
dry so maybe he just elected to go with 
the wrong tyres. 

I thoroughly enjoyed getting behind 
the wheel in the Ginetta GT Supercup at 
Croft. I was in contention to win all three 
races and I did win the second race, which 
was great fun. It's always nice to step into 
another car and be competitive, espe¬ 
cially when I only had 10 practice laps. I 
hadn't driven the car before Friday so to 
start from the back in race two and come 
through to win was really satisfying. 

This weekend, I'm in Germany for the 
inaugural Porsche Carrera World Cup at 
the Nurburgring. It's the first time they've 
combined all the national Carrera Cups in 
one meeting and it will be quite something 
to have 185 Porsche Carrera Cup cars 
lining up together. 

I'll be racing against all sorts of drivers 
from Germany, France, Italy, Scandanavia; 
drivers I've got no experience of racing 
against before. With that big a grid, it's 
unlikely I’ll end up racing against 
any of my normal rivals, but that 
just adds to the challenge.

Deal or no deal as Kent poised to reveal 
their hand in important contract talks

SIX players out of contract at 
the end of this season are set 
to learn over the course of the 
next week whether they will be 
offered new deals by Kent. 

The club are due to meet 
with the cricket committee on 
Monday to discuss the futures 
of Joe Denly, Sam Northeast, 
Robbie Joseph, Azhar Mah- 
mood, Simon Cook and James 
Goodman, who are all in the 
final year of their contracts at 
St Lawrence. 

Denly and Northeast both 
turned down offers at the end 
of last year, while it’s believed 
the remaining four were given 
a chance to earn a new con¬ 
tract through their perform¬ 
ances this summer. 

Kent’s director of cricket, 
Paul Farbrace, wouldn’t be 
drawn into what the club’s 
plans are, insisting the details 
will remain between the coun¬ 
ty and its players. 

“It would be wrong of me to 
talk about whether we have 
made decisions, the players 
need to know first,” he said. 

“We want players to con¬ 
centrate on winning games for 
Kent and putting in good per¬ 
formances. Everyone is work¬ 
ing hard on that and the play¬ 
ers all know what the situation 
is in terms of contract meetings 
and discussions. They will be 
the first ones to know and we 
will take it from there.” 

With the county having 
been unable to make an offer to 
keep fast bowler Amjad Khan 
last summer, members and 
supporters are understandably 


concerned about the prospects 
of keeping all six players. 

“It’s a viewpoint understood 
by Farbrace, who has moved to 
assure Kent supporters that the 
club want to keep hold of their 
best players. 

“There are players out of con¬ 
tract that they don’t want to see 
leave Kent and at the same time 
it would be wrong of me to dis¬ 
cuss contracts without talking to 
the players first,” he said. 

“Once we have had discus¬ 
sions with the players and they 
know what the situation is then, 
and only then, can we make 
public what we are doing. 

“There were players last year 
we offered contracts to who 
chose not to sign them and 
that’s fine, I don’t blame them 
for that. Equally we have to 
get right how we deal with the 
players and how we deal with 
their contracts. 

“Historically players have left 
here with bad feeling towards 
the club and we want to make 
sure that doesn’t happen. 

“You are not going to please 
every player and you’re not 
going to please every member 
and supporter, but we are try¬ 
ing to do it in the right way; 
professionally. 

“From a cricket management 
point of view we are desperate 
to keep our best players and we 
want to build on that. We have 
made promises to players that 
have signed contracts that we 
are a side on the up and not a 
club that are dismantling our 
squad and struggling, so it’s 
really important as a club we 
continue to build on what we 
have got. We don’t want to lose 
anybody.”

Club keen to seek possibility of Pakistan pace 
ace staying as county’s long-term overseas

KENT'S director of cricket, 

Paul Farbrace, has indicated 
the club would be keen to 
make Wahab Riaz the county's 
Long-term overseas player. 

The Pakistan international 
has impressed in his short stint 
with the county, helping reju¬ 
venate the side in Twenty20 
and bringing out the best in 
compatriot, Azhar Mahmood. 

The 25-year-old has 
made an impact in each of 
his Twenty20 appearances, 
including taking a hat-trick and 
recording Kent’s best figures 
of 5 for 17, against Gloucester¬ 
shire, and Kent are keen to see 


him play for the county on a 
regular basis. 

"We would like to think there 
is a possibility of perhaps him 
being a Long-term overseas 
player for us and someone we 
can develop over a period of 
time and develop a good rela¬ 
tionship," Farbrace said. 

"He has fitted in well, he 
works hard and is enthusiastic 
and is a good lad to have in our 
team. If we can develop a 
relationship with him then who 
knows how long he might stay? 

"I’m not saying that it is 
definitely going to happen, but 
that would be something we 


would be keen on. [Pakistan 
coach] Waqar Younis is keen 
for him to play championship 
cricket because he wants him 
to develop his red ball cricket 
and that's great from our point 
of view." 

Riaz is due to play in the Sri 
Lanka Premier League next 
month, which would see him 
Leave on July 16 and arrive 
back on August 4. It would 
mean the Left-arm pace bowler 
misses two championship and 
three CB 40 games, but there 
remains a Lingering doubt 
about the competition. 

Farbrace said: "There has 


been a bit of noise about the 
Sri Lanka Twenty20 maybe not 
happening and that it’s unset¬ 
tled and what have you. 

“It's been cancelled once 
before in December, and there 
is every chance it could be 
cancelled again.

COUNTDOWN TO THEOPEN

LOCAL professionals will rub shoulders with 
former major winners as the scramble for the 
last remaining places at The Open reaches its cli¬ 
max with Local Final Qualifying on Tuesday. 

Competition will be fierce, as 288 players at¬ 
tempt to claim one of the 12 coveted spots still 
available in the star-studded field for Royal St 
George’s. 

It is also the moment for the Sandwich course’s 
neighbours to bask in the reflected limelight. 

Former Open hosts Prince’s and Royal Cinque 
Ports, along with Littlestone and Rye, will stage 
36-hole competitions, where the top three at 
each course on Tuesday earn the right to share 
the fairways with Rory Mcllroy and Tiger 
Woods. 

There are 16 players with links to Kent still in 
contention to play an Open in their backyard. 

They are joined by hopefuls from around the 
world, including a sprinkling of big names look¬ 
ing to sneak in the back door. Spain’s Jose Maria 
Olazabal, Europe’s Ryder Cup captain and a two- 
time US Masters champion, is heading to Little- 
stone, while Michael Campbell, who won the 
2005 US Open, will be among the field at 
Prince’s. 

There have been plenty of success stories from 
the county’s hopefuls in recent years. Herne 
Bay’s Steven Tiley will be at Prince’s looking to 
secure his third Open appearance. After an un¬ 
derwhelming debut at Royal Troon in 2004 he 
lived the dream at St Andrews 12 months ago, 
as the qualifier briefly led the entire tournament 
on his way to shooting a 66 in the first round. 

The 28-year-old has had a mixed year so far 
and is experienced enough to not get his hopes up 
for an event which is notoriously unpredictable. 

He said: “There’s no secret to getting through, 
you just have to play well. It’s a bit of a lottery 
really because it’s only one day, but that’s also 
the beauty of it because anyone can have a good 
day and then you’re playing against the best 
players in the world.” 

Benn Barham has used qualifying for The 
Open as inspiration after recovering from sur¬ 
gery to remove a kidney containing a cancerous 
tumour last winter. 

The Tenterden golfer feels he is returning to 
form just in time and is hopeful local knowledge 
will help his challenge at Prince’s. 

He said: “I’ve got to play well but I love 
Prince’s, it’s a great course which I’ve played a 
lot over the years. 

“It would be amazing to play in an Open at 
Royal St George’s, I just need to not worry about 
what’s at stake and focus on my game.” 

Tom Sherreard qualified for Royal Birkdale in

2008 as an amateur, going on to finish with an 
eagle and a birdie over the last two holes to finish 
inside the top 20. The golfer, from Maidstone, is 
among the group playing at Rye, along with fel¬ 
low Chart Hills player Connor Fletcher. 

Nevill Golf Club’s Todd Adcock is hoping for a 
slice of good fortune at Royal Cinque Ports after 
missing out on The Open last year by a single 
stroke. 

He said: “It made me realise that you can

“The fields you get in Final Qualifying are so 
strong. You’ve got Tour players, Challenge Tour 
players, ex-Ryder Cup players, loads of good play¬ 
ers. In a field like that, I came fourth when I wasn’t 
scoring my best and that’s a great incentive. 

“I know I’m good enough to do this and I will 
enjoy it, because golfers tend to play their best 
golf when they’re relaxed.”

GOLF 

Relief as downpours put Royal St George’s 
back on course for The Open Championship 


CONCERNS over the lack of rough 
at Royal St George's for The Open 
Championship next month have 
receded following the recent rain 
showers. 

Golf's oldest major returns to 
Sandwich next month, but the unu¬ 
sually hot and dry spring had an 
impact on the famous course. The 
main worry was the rough, which 
had not grown sigificantly since the 
winter. 


Fortunately for the organisers 
the steady downpours over the last 
few weeks have come just in time, 
much to head greenkeeper Graham 
Royden's relief. 

He said: "The rain we've had over 
the last three-and-a-half weeks 
has been a help onsite. It's been the 
driest spring for over 100 years, 
which has given added pressure to 
the preparations. Now the course 
has greened up and the rough 


is starting to move to where we 
would like it." 

The ideal conditions in the 
lead-up to July 14 are for another 
week of rain showers followed by a 
fortnight of hot, dry days to firm up 
the greens. During the champion¬ 
ship the weather will have a huge 
impact on scoring and Royden, 
from nearby Deal, is hoping for a 
mixture. 

He said: "For the Championship 


itself I'd love one day to be calm 
and sunny to see how low the 
pros can score. The other three I'd 
like the wind to get up, it's a hard 
course but if it blows it's going to 
be very difficult. 

"I don't think any greenkeeper 
would want to see their course 
taken apart. I have a feeling the 
winning mark will be around eight 
to 10-under par, anything around 
that and I'd be quite happy." 
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
